Thanksgiving  was    very    generally 
observed    by   our    citizens — business 
being  generally  suspended  during  the 
greater  portion  of  the  day.     Religious 
services  were  observed  in  most  of  the 
chitrches,  but  these  occurring    at  the 
same  hour  we  are  unable  to    speak  of 
them  in  det.iil,  as  we  could  not  be  ev- 
erywhere present  at    the    same  time. 
We  can  s.ny,  however,  of  the  discourse 
of  Rev.  Mr.  Howell,  before    the    con- 
gregation of  the  Myrtle  Streetchurch, 
that  it  was  one  of  his  happiest  efforts 
— just  what  should    be    expected    on 
such  an  occasion.       The   speaker  did 
not  confine  himself  to    the  cultivation 
of  Weathcrsfield  onions  and  Hubbard 
squashes,  or  hifalutin    Philippics  with 
reference  to  the  greatness  of  our  State 
and  country  ;  but  he  seized  square  by 
the  horns  the  great  national  questions 
of  the  day  and  handled    them  with  a 
spirit  of  christian  heroism  that  showed 
plainly  that  he  was    not   afraid  to  in 
troduce  iuto  the  pulpit  what  some  ten 
der-footed  ministers  denominate  "  po- 
litical questions."

To  obviate,  in  the  beginning,  the  preju- 
dices of  the   patient,  it  is  best  to  propose 
the  eating  ot  the  beef  or  the  mutton  very 
little  done,  and,   if  consent  be  obtained, 
to  direct  the  cook  to  subject  the  meat  to 
a  hot  hre  for  a  few  minutee,  eo  as  just  to 
brown  it.     Before  serving  it  up   to  the 
patient,  tbe  outer  or  partially  coated  parts 
should  be  cut  otf,  and   tbe  remainder,  or 
raw  part,  cot  up  iato  small  pieces,  or  well 
washed.      Another    mode   of  prepartion 
consists  in  reducing  tbe  meat  to  a  pulp, 
by  6r6t  bashing,  then  beating  in  a  mortar 
with  a  pestle,   and  mixing    it    up    with 
some  kind  ef  preserver,  currant  jam  or 
conserve  of  roees.    Tims  disgnised,  the 
nature  of  the  mixture   is  nr-t  ctignizable. 
Preferable  again  to  either  of  thesa  modes 
is  that  in  which  a  kind  of  broth  or  gravy 
is  made    by     pressing    through    a  cul- 
lender,   with    very    tmall    holes,      the 
pulp    prepared    as  above,    eo   that  the 
juice  of  tbe  meat,   its  hbrin  and  blood 
shall    alone    pa^a    through,    leaving    in 
the    strainer    the    vessels     and    cellu- 
lar   tissue.    The  jaioe,  &c.,  so  far  as  it 
adheres,  is  to  be  Bcrape<l  otT  the  outer  side 
of  tbe  seive  and  collected  for  use.  A  more 
tlaid  and  le^s  concentrated    broth  is  pro- 
cured by  putting  half  a  pound  ot  the  lean 
of   good  beef  mixed    fine  in  a    cullender, 
and  passing  through  this  half   a    pint  of 
water,  which  is  again  to  be  poured  on   be 
meat,  and  thus  paseed  and   repa^^d  four 
or  five  times  until  all  the  soluble  or  richer 
parts  oome  away.     The  last  straining  is 
to  be  put  to  one  side  for   use,    and  given 
in  doses  of   one  to  two  table  biMx>nsful  at 
short  intervals.    Little  balls  ma/  be  made 
of  the  washed  or  pulpy  meat,   flavored  in 
the  manner    already    described,  or  with 
salt  or  sugar,   according    to    the  taste  of 
the  patient.     In  some  cases  good  bread  or 
biscuit,  broken  fine  and    mixed   with  the 
baaby  soup,  and  tiavored  with  a  little  vin- 
ega'  or  catsup,  would  prepare  the  patient 
for  taking  the  raw  meat  alone.     When  it 
is  not  convenient  to  pound  the  meat  into 
a  pulp,  it  may  be  reduced  to  nearly  this 
state  by  tearing  it  off  with  a  fork. 

In  adopting  this  regimen  it  is  necessary 
to  proceed  with  great  caution,  so  as  neith- 
er to  cause  insurmountable  objections  on 
the  part  of  the  patient  nor  lo  oppress  the 
stomach.  We  begin,  for  a  child,  by  di- 
rectirg  a  stnall  quantity,  in  weight  equal, 
for  example,  to  a  dollar,  in  the  twenty- 
four  hoars'  interval.  This  quantity  may 
gradually  be  increased  to  five  or  six 
times  its  weight,  antil  five  onnoes  are 
taken  daily. 

Brandy,  recommended  in  addition  to 
raw  tiesh  in  the  treatment  of  consump- 
tion, will  be  taken  in  quantity  beginning 
with  a  tablespoonfhl,  or  half  an  ounce, 
and  gradually  increased  to  four  ounces, 
or  half  a  tumblerful,  daily,  for  an  adult. 
It  is  given  in  part  mixed  «ith  the  raw 
hash,  etc.,  and  in  a  part  as  a  drink  with 
water.  Other  diseases,  it  will  be  remem- 
bered, were  mentioned  in  our  previous 
notices  as  being  benefited  by  this  treat- 
ment, vizt  typhus  and  typhoid  fever, 
diabetes,  and  in  all  oases  in  which  there 
has  been  great  loss  or  impoverishment  of 
blood  and  waste  of  the  body. 

The  use  of  raw  fieeh  in  disease  is  not  a 
new  thing.  Dr.  Trousseau  has  employed 
it  for  many  years,  as  have  also,  at  his  in- 
stance, Drs.  Blanche  and  Roger,  his  col- 
leagues at  the  Children's  Hospital.  The 
practice  seems  to  have  come  regularly 
from  the  North,  and  public  attention  was 
directed  to  it  by  Dr.  Weisse  in  Russia, 
who  bimseli  derived  a  knowledge  of  it 
from  the  mother  of  a  child  exhausted  by 
colliquative  diarrhoea.  She  afked  for  and 
obtained  his  consent  to  the  little  patient 
taking  raw  llesh.  Great  was  the  surprise 
to  tee  it  on  the  following  day  eating, 
with  greediness,  meat  fiom  which  the 
blood  flowed.  He  directed  three  table- 
spoonsful  of  hashed  raw  meat  daily.  In 
a  few  we.ks  the  patient,  whose  condition 
had  been  contidered  hopeless,  was  entire- 
ly restored. 


Unparalleled  Railway  Travel. 

From  the  Philadelphia  Press,  Nov.  14. 


On  Thnrfiday,  the  22d  inst.,  the  gentle- 
men returned  to  this  city  who  left  on  the 
29th  cf  October  to  take  part  in  the  great 
Union  Pacific  Railway  exourson  to  Fort 
Riley,  Kansas,  and  back.  This  journey 
was  pucceesfnlly  accomplished  in  a  single 
car,  by  means  of  broad-flange  wheels, 
which  adapted  it  to  the  different  guages 
which  occur  on  two  roads  between  the 
Pennsylvania  Central  and  the  Union  Pa- 
cific, the  distance  to  Fort  Riley,  being 
very  nearly  fifteen  hundred  miles,  and 
that  of  tbe  "  round  trip"  about  turee  thou- 
sand five  hundred  miles.  Such  a  journey 
in  a  single  railroad  car  is  without  prece 
dent  in  the  annals  of  American  travel, 
and,  of  course,  in  those  of  the  Old  World. 
It  is  remarkable  that  the  entire  course  of 
this  journey  is  very  nearly  in  a  straight 
line  from  Philadelphia  to  Fort  Riley,  and 
that  it  is  now  quite  certain  that  in  anoth- 
er year  the  namw  or  uniform  guage  will 
bo  l*id  down  on  the  Missouri  Pacific  road, 
a  fact  of  significance  to  Philadelphia  as 
regards  her  commerce  with  the  West.  It 
is  already  possible,  as  this  excnrson  from 
onr  city  shows,  to  send  a  car  load  of  mer- 
chandise fifteen  hundred  miles  without 
beaking  bulk,  or  to  send  passengers  as  far 
from  town  to  town  without  obliging  them 
to  once  change  cars.

A  special  to  the  World  from  Washington, 
Nov.  28,  Bays:  "The  forthcoming  report  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  on  the  national 
finances  has  been  completed  and  printed  for 
distribution  to  the  country  on  the  day  of  its 
presentation  to  Congres.  The  views  which  U 
will  present  will  not  be  new,  in  so  iar  as  a  line 
of  financial  policy  will  bo  laid  down,  yet  tbe 
resume  of  facts  and  li^ares  will  show  the  na- 
tional lloanclal  situation  to  be  In  a  much  more 
ilatterlng  condition  than  at  the  opening  of  the 
first  session  of  the  Thirty  ninth  Congress,  or 
at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  Juae 
30.  1865. 

The  coming  report  will  show  that  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  80, 1866.  was  one  of  great 
prosperity.  The  balance  in  the  Treasury  oa 
that  day  stood  as  follows :  Cash  on  band,  June 
30  1805  $868,309  15;  cash  on  hand  June 
30.  1866,  $180  669,816.19;  net  gain,  |129.811,- 
506  04 

The  gold  on  hand  was  not  estimated  at  a 
carrencv  valae,  or  tbe  b.ilancj  would  have  ex- 
ceeded floO  000,000. 

Tbe  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  years 
1H65  and  G(j  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
80  I86('i,  are  as  follows:  Receipts  from  cus- 
toms, in  gold,  il79.04G  630  64  ;  from  public 
bonds,  #665,031.03 ;  from  direct  Ux  $1  974,-

For  instance  tbj  war  expecses  for  the  quarter 
endinc  September  30,  1865,  were  $165,000,000, 
but  during;  tbe  quarter  ending  June  30,  1866, 
they  were  $12  000,000. 

The  balance  in  the  Treasury  on  June  30, 
1865  was  but  |8,')8  309  15.  The  year  ending 
December  31  1865  showed  a  deficiency  in  the 
Treasury  of  $619  000  000,  but  six  months  from 
the  time,  June  30.  1866,  there  was  an  excess 
ot  receipts  over  expenditures  of  nearly  $37,-

The  estimate  of  the  War  Department  for 
expenditures  for  the  coming  fiscal  year  would 
be  nearly  $240  000,000  less  than  for  1865  were 
it  not  for  the  equalizing  bounty  bill,  passed  at 
tbe  last  seaaioo.  But  the  revenue  from  ail 
sources,  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  is  estimated 
by  the  Secretary  In  the  neighborhood  of  $600,  • 

000  000. 
The  fall  expenditure  for  the  next  fiscal  year 

Is  estimated  within  350,000,000,  inciudhig  la- 
terest  on  the  matured  debt,  and  a  fair  sum 
over  for  a  slnliing  fund. 

The  Treasury  has  withdrawn  from  circulation 
durine  tbe  past  six  months  tbe  limit  of  $10,- 
000,000  of  paper  money.  The  total  amount  of 
United  Suies  leiral  tender  notes  in  circulation 
la,  therefore,  $386,000,000. 

The  most  Important  and  gratifying  part  of 
the  report  will  be  on  the  reduction  of  the 
public  debt.  It  will  be  shown  that  the  public 
debt  has  been  reduced,  during  the  past  twelve 
months,  fully  $200,000,000.  The  actual  fig- 
urea  of  the  reduction  are  $196  637,721. 

Sttven  millions  of  compound  Interest  notes, 
legal  tender  for  their  face,  have  beeo  cancelled, 
and  temporary  loans  reduced  nine  milliona. 
The  full  amount  of  currency  authorleed  for 
National  Banks  has  been  Issued,  which,  with 
the  United  States  notes,  gives  a  circulating 
medium  of  $700,000,000,  no:  including  the 
ttdctiocai  currency.  On  tbe  1st  of  last  No- 
vember, the  total,  inclndinfi:  the  fractional  cur- 
rency, amounted  to  $734,218,038.20,  and  $95,- 
000,000  of  authorized  National  Bank  notes  re- 
mained unissued. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  will  not  pre- 
sent a  new  plan  for  reluming  to  specie  pay- 
ments.  He  has  changed  none  of  tne  views  he 
maintained  in  his  last  report.  He  believes  tbe 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  should  have  power 
to  control  the  currency  to  the  extent  of  being 
authorized  at  his  discretion  to  sell  bonds  bear- 
ing interest  not  exceeding per  cent.,  and 

redeemable  and  payable  at  such  periods  as  may 
be  conducive  to  the  interests  of  tbe  Govern- 
ment, for  the  purpose  of  ^retiring  ail  United 
States  bonds. 

He  will  ask  Congress  to  aatborize  a  long 
five  per  cenL  bond,  to  be  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion, with  which  to  fund  tbe  obligations  that 
are  soon  to  mature.  He  will  lay  great  stress 
on  the  question  of  urging  Congress  to  adopt, 
at  an  early  day,  a  fixed  policy  of  contraction, 
which,  when  adopted,  will  cause  the  business 
of  tbe  country  to  gravitate  to  a  specie  b&e\B, 
which  can  be  reached  without  a  great  diminu- 
tion of  tbe  revenues  or  a  wide  spread  finan> 
cial  panic.  He  does  not  propose  to  state  any 
definite  time  for  the  resumption  of  specie  pay- 
ment, but  behaves  that  with  a  proper  system 
it  can  be  attained  with  th"  retirement  of  over 
two  hundred  millions  of  United  Sutes  notes. 
It  will  be  shown  that  the  Government  is  on 
a  high  road  of  prosperity  In  reducing  tbe  na- 
tional debt,  and  the  Treasury  wlil  clliig  to  the 
simple  and  experienced  poUcy  of  liquidating 
the  debt  by  keeping  tbe  national  revenue 
above  the  national  expenditures.    To  this  end 

1  a  draft  of  a  bill,  prepared  by  Mr.  Wells, 
Special  Revenue  Commissioner,  will  be  sub- 
mitted, proposing  an  equalization  in  internal 
taxation,  and  a  modification  of  the  existing 
tariff. 

Important  reference  will  also  be  made  te  the 
raw  cotton  tax  ol  three  cents  per  pound,  Im- 
posed last  session. 

In  1867  and  1866.  $830,000  000  of  7  SOs  fall 
due.  A  large  amount  of  the  first  series  are 
DOW  being  funded  in  5  20  bonds. 

Improvemements  in  tbe  national  banking 
system  will  be  suggested  and  argued.

Receipts  at  the  five 
principal  ports  for  the  last  week  reported 
$2,740,821,  a  decrease  as  compared  with  the 
previous  week,  of  nearly  $600,000  at  New 
York,  and  of  more  than  $100,000  at  Boston. 
One  of  the  reasons  assigned  by  the  customs 
officials  for  this  decrease  is  the  late  decline 
in  the  price  of  woolen  gsods. 

—A  bill  has  been  prepared,  and  will  be 
Introduced  during  the  first  week  of  the  ses- 
sion, repealtaig  the  act  of  Joly  17, 1862,  which 
empowers  the  President  to  grant  full  or  con- 
ditional pardons  to  persons  engaged  in  rebel- 
lion. If  this  law  is  repealed  the  Executive 
will  be  limited  to  the  Constitutional  preroga 
tlve  of  pardoning  only  atfter  trial  and  convic- 
tion. 

—Hon.  W.  A.  Woodford,  Representa- 
tive elect  from  Georgia,  has  applied  to  the 
Boston  Tract  Society  for  one  hundred  libraries 
for  white  and  black  schools. 

—What  is  the  difference  between  a 
honeycomb  and  a  honeymoon  ? — A  honeycomb 
consists  of  a  number  of  small  '*  cells,"  and  a 
honeymoon  consist  of  one  great  "sell." 

—William  Baiting,  a  wealthy  Ohioago- 
an,  and  for  some  time  an  inmate  of  the  lunatic 
asylum,  appeared  in  Court  in  that  city 
a  few  days  a^o  and  presented  a  petition  for 
ths  custodianship  of  his  property,  on  the 
ground  that  he  had  recovered  his  reason.

A  correspondent  of  the  London  THmes 
describes  scenes  w'tnessed  in  London  on 
"Lord  Mayor's  Day :" 

"It  were  beyond  the  power  of  my  pen 
to  give  an  adequate  description  cf  the 
scenes  presented  to-day ;  but  there  are 
thousands  of  repectable  persons  who  were 
present  who  can  testify  with  me  that  they 
were  moet  discreditable  to  tbe  first  city  of 
tbe  world.  I  can  only  imagine  tbe  im- 
pressions they  must  leave  upon  any  intel- 
ligent foreigner  to  see  the  streets 
given  up  to  the  possession  of  a  '  rowdy 
mob,'  whose  unwashed  faces  presented 
all  tbe  varieties  and  changes  of  fiendish 
glee,  as  they  rushed  with  eagerness  and 
delight  upon  any  nnfortunate  hat  that 
mi^ht  happen  to  arrest  their  attention. 
Hats  were  destroyed  by  scores,  I  might 
say  hundreds;  bnt  bat  destroying  was 
the  most  harmless  amusement  with 
which  the  *  gentlemen  of  Wbitechapel' 
beguiled  their  time.  Pocket  picking 
was  carried  on  to  an  orient 
almost  incredable,  and  although 
the  policemen  were  busily  employed  in  re- 
moving into  custody  the  scamps  whom 
they  had  oaugnt  in  the  act,  there  were 
yet  dozens  who  escaped  the  eyes  of  the 
sturdy  oonstables.

After  tbe    negro   ease  was 
disposed  of,  Albert  C.  Byrom,   a  brother 
of  the  magistrate,    attempted    to  arrest 
McDole,  who  drew  a  pistol  and    shot    at 
Byrom,  wb©  summoned  tbe  crowd  to   as- 
sist in  making  tbe  arrest       His    brother 
was  armed  and  resisted,    and    a   general 
hght  ensued,  all  the  parties  being  heavily 
armed,  and  all  took  a  band.      Tbe  result 
was  Prosa  McDole    was  shot  dead,  and 
Bill  was  mortally    wounded,    being  shot 
three  times  through  the  body.    The  con- 
stable, Byrom,  received  eimi'.ar    fatal  in- 
juries, and  the  magistrate  was  t>adly  cut  in 
tbe  head.

Boston.  Nov.  26. 
At  the  term  of  the  United  States  cir- 
cuit court,  a  case  came  up  for  trial  on  an 
indictment  charging  tbe  defendant  with 
selling  liquor  without  having  paid  the  re- 
quired United  States  license  fee.  Mr. 
George  Sennott,  the  counsel,  objected  to 
tbe  indictment,  taking  the  ground  that 
tbe  United  States  could  not  legally  take 
money  from  a  person  for  carrying  on  an 
unlawful  business,  and  made  the  query, 
"Can  tbe  United  States  as  a  government 
lay  a  tax  upon  a  criminal  business,  say  for 
instance  tbe  business  ef  keeping  a  boase 
of  ill-fame,  or  make  a  person  pay  a  iioense 
for  carrying  00  the  same?"  Upon  this 
tbe  court  ordered  the  arguments  to  be 
made  in  writing,  and  submitted,  and,  that 
having  been  done,  the  judges  informed 
tbe  counsel  that  they  were  unable  to  agree 
upon  any  of  the  questions  raised  by  Mr. 
Sennott,  and  therefore  the  case  must  go 
to  the  supreme  court  of  tbe  United  States 
upon  the  certificate  of  division  of  opinion. 

Shanks,  a  New  York'  Herald's  correspon- 
dent during  the  rebellion,  is  out  in  a  war 
book.  He  says  Sherman  is  bad  tempered 
and  an  egotist,  Joe  Hooker  vain,  and  Tho- 
mas cold-bloooded  aud  heartless.  He  as- 
serts that  Bosecrans  never  saw  the  battle- 
field of  Chi<»mauga,  and  that  Gordon  Gran- 
ger, during  that  engagement,  left  his  corps 
to  a  subordinate,  while  be  assumed  tbe  di- 
rection of  a  field  battery.

ia  taxed  ten  per  cent.  Under  tbe 
new  law  passed  at  last  seselon  of  Con- 
gress $1,000  is  exempt  from  taxation,  but 
this  law  did  not  take  effect  were  returnable. 

Ia  explanation  of  tbe  apparent  discrepan- 
cies between  the  returned  and  reported  in- 
comes of  some  of  our  citizens,  It  is  necessary 
to  recollect : 

1.  The  salaries  of  all  United  States  ofB 
cers,  civil  and  military,  are  not  returned  to 
tbe  aaecssor,  the  five  per  cent  ta.x  being  de- 
ducted by  the  Crovemment  when  the  salary 
Is  paid. 

2.  In  some  cases,  as  in  that  of  National 
Banks,  &c  ,  the  profits  of  the  business  are 
reported  directly  to  Washington  and  do  not 
appear  in  the  Assessor's  income  list.

A  StartUne  Episode. 


From  the  Milwaukee  News,  Not.  27. 

There  are  oooasions  within  the  sphere 
of  private  life  which  try  nerve  and  cour- 
age of  a  man  as  thoroughly  as  any  of  the 
dangers  iucident  to  the  vicisitudes  of  war- 
fare. The  element  of  the  horrible  is  oo- 
casioDally  found  connected  with  even  in- 
cidents ot  almost  every  day  ooourreBce. 
Of  this  character  was  a  little  circumstance 
which  took  place  in  tbe  First  Ward  on 
Sunday  night.  In  the  morning  a  person 
had  died.  Tbe  deceased  l>eing  a  member 
of  a  poor  family,  a  gentleman  living  in 
the  vicinity  had  tendered  his  services  to 
watch  with  the  corpse.  Being  unable  to 
find  any  person  to  sit  np  with  him,  he  had 
undertaken  the  duty  alooe.  Becoming 
drowsy  as  the  night  passed  slowly  away, 
he  finally  fell  asleep  a  little  passed  mid- 
night in  his  chair.  Bis  slumbers  had 
grown  deeper  and  heavier,  until  he 
became  oblivions  to  all  arotmd. 
From  his  deep  sleep  he  was 
suddenly  awakened  by  a  light  crash  and 
the  sound  of  a  leap.  Terrified  by  tbe 
sudden  recollections  of  his  surroundings, 
he  no  sooner  opened  his  eyes  than  they 
rested  upon  a  large  cat  which  had  forced 
its  way  throogh  a  light  of  glass  in  the 
window,  and,  with  that  terrible  desire 
which  the  species  exhibit  for  feasting  up* 
on  the  remains  of  deceased  pereons,  had 
already  commenced  its  work  upon  the 
neck  of  tbe  corpse.  Startled  at  the  hor- 
ror of  his  position,  it  required  all  the 
strength  of  mind  of  the  watcher,  who 
stated  the  circnmstanc )  to  the  writer,  to 
accomplish  an  effort  towards  driving  tbe 
animal  away,  and  it  was  only  by  the  ap- 
plication of  sheer  force  that  it  could  be 
effected ;  when  compelled  to  desist,  the 
cat  fled  from  tbe  room  with  an  almost 
supernatural  c:y.  Oar  informant  relates 
that  he  never  was  placed  in  a  situation  so 
terrible,  or  one  which  tried  his  Eelf-pos- 
session  with  so  much  severity. 

Darlns  Stage  Bobbery  In  Nevada. 

One  of  the  most  daring  and  successful 
robberies  that  has  yet  occurred  on  the 
Pacific  coast  was  perpetrated  on  the 
morning  of  tbe  8iBt  ult.  From  the  local 
papers  we  gather  the  following  particulars: 
As  two  of  the  pioneer  stages  were  as- 
cending  the  grade  within  four  miles  of 
Virginia  city,  on  the  Doncer  lake  route, 
they  were  ordered  to  stop  by  a  band  of 
highwaymen,  numlMriog  from  five  to 
seven,  well  armed  with  shot-guns  and 
Henry  rifles.  The  passengers — about  16 
or  20 — were  compelled  to  leave  the  stage, 
and  the  robbers  very  systematically  went 
to  work,  by  blowing  open  the  safe  ef 
Wells,  Fargo  &  Oo.,  and  relieved  it  of 
about  $5,250.  They  then  deliberately 
made  the  passengers  fork  over  the  con- 
tents of  their  pockets.  Judge  Baldwin 
was  relieved  of  $60  and  a  valuable  gold 
watch. 

A  Miss  Orowell,  tbe  only  lady  passen- 
ger, was  gallantly  escorted  to  a  seat  on  a 
rock  and  furnished  with  a  cushion  by  the 
gallant  leader  ot  the  band.  Ilie  drivers 
claimed  ix>verty  and  hard-earned  wages, 
and  were  not  moleeted.  After  detaining 
the  coaches  for  an  hour,  the  passengers 
were  allowed  to  resume  their  journey. 
One  of  the  coaches  was  considerably 
dilapidated  by  the  explosion  of  the  safe. 
A  reward  of  $9,000  is  offered  by  Wells. 
Fa' go  &  Co.,  and  the  agency  of  the  bank 
ot  California,  in  Tirginia  Oity,  has  offered 
an  additional  reward  of  $2,500  for  the  ap- 
prebeneioo  and  oonvioUon  of  the  high- 
waymen. This  makes  $11,600  alre^y 
offered,  and  it  is  rumored  that  Gov.  Bias* 
del  would  also  in  his  official  capacity  offer 
a  reward.

«'  Mi^or  George  X.  Gkiom  Unitod  Statee 
Pajmaster,  was  robbed  at  fort  B(.isa  last 
Friday  night  of  bis  treasare  box  for  moatj 
containing  $50,000  in  legal  tenders  and 
$68,000  io  vonobers,  be  bad  paid  ont  in 
camps  lately  visited.  The  drcomstanoes 
as  we  learned  them  are  as  ibllows :  M^* 
Glenn,  with  several  others,  arrived  at 
Fort  Boise  between  eight  and  nine  o'dook 
Friday  night,  and  alighted  from  the  ambn- 
lanoe  at  tbe  headquarters  of  MsJ.  Marshall. 
The  baggage  was  taken  from  tbe  am« 
bnlance  and  laid  doae  to  the  steps  of  the 
door,  and  the  treasure  box  placed  on  th» 
top  ot  the  baggage.  There  being  no  one 
abont  the  house  at  the  time.  1I%|.  Glenn 
waJked  up  to  the  next  quarters,  a  few 
yards  distant,  where  a  number  ot  officers 
and  other  persons  were  standing.  Re- 
maining there  but  a  few  minntes,  he  went 
down  to  Oaptain  Eckersonls  quarters,  sit- 
uated below  Major  Marshall's.  Ajb  be 
passed,  he  observed  bis  baggage  and 
treasure  box'  nnmolested,  and  pot  bis 
hand  on  the  box.  Hajor  Glenn 
remained  at  Oaptain  Eckerson^ 
about  thrte-quarters  of  an  boor 
— long  enough  to  take  snpper— and 
on  his  return  found  hb  treasure  box  gone. 
He  immediately  began  to  Inquire  it  any 
one  had  taken  cbarge  of  it,  but  no  one 
could  give  any  account  except  Dr.  Wag- 
ner, who  passed  down  in  abont  ten  min- 
utes after  Major  Glenn,  as  be  went  to 
Oaptain  Eckersonls  and  observed  the  bag- 
gage lying  by  the  door  as  he  passed,  hot 
tbe  box  was  not  there.  It  thns  appears 
that  it  must  have  been  taken  immediatelj 
after  the  Major  passed  by.  The  box  was 
made  in  the  style  ot  W  V.Sc  Oo.'a  oom- 
mcn  treasure  boxes,  and  abont  tbe  same 
size  easily  taken  away  by  one  man." 

Tbe  Unemployed  FloekloK  to  Oltlee. 

From  the  Chicago  Tlmea. 

It  is  a  somewhat  singular  fact  that  so 
soon  as  people  in  the  country  find  business 
dull  they  incontinently  rush  into  tbe  bnd« 
ness  centres.  At  the  present  moment  New 
York  is  overflowing  with  men  ia  searob  of 
employment  Wat^ington  telegrams  saj 
that  there  are  80,006  people  in  Washington 
out  of  employment  and  not  likely  to  get 
any.  About  the  same  state  of  things  that 
prevails  in  New  Tork  and  Washington  is 
in  operation  hi  Ohioago.  The  **  wants  " 
column  of  the  newspapers  overflow  with 
the  demaads  of  the  unemployed.  There 
are  men  at  every  hotel,  saloon  and  lounging 
place  in  Obicago,  who  are  idle  and  anxioos- 
ly  wutmg  for  something  to  torn  op. 

The  very  time  to  keep  away  from  tbe  dty 
is  when  it  is  dull  in  the  conntry.  The  oity 
depends  on  the  ooimtry,  and  dullness  in 
the  latter  is  sure  to  produce  the  same  result 
in  the  former.  If  a  person  oan  find  notl^ng 
to  do,  be  had  mooh  better  remain  hi  tlM 
country.  A  city,  even  at  the  beat,  is  an 
expensive  place  to  live.  If  one  has  a  little 
means  they  will  go  much  further  in  tbe 
country  than  in  tbe  dty;  it  is  therefore 
economy  to  avoid  the  latter. 

The  indications  are  that  the  approaching 
winter  will  be  a  severe  one.  Gold  ia  deoU- 
niog  ;  stocks  are  depreciating,  and  labor 
shares  the  consequent  dullness  aid  un- 
certainty. There  are  a  half  dozen  applicants 
to  every  one  vacancy.  Let,  therefore,  the 

unemployed  avoid  large  plaoes  fbr  the 
present. 

A  BKoxNT  visitor  to  the  Gettysbnrg  bat- 
tle field,  says : 

**  On  tbe  road  to  Bonnd  Top  the  guides 
pointed  cut  the  location  of  nnmeroos  rebel 
graves.  One  grave  on  the  road  side,  said 
to  be  that  of  a  Free  Mason,  has  ibeen 
fenced  in,  but  no  stone  tells  who  or  what 
he  was.  Thousands  of  rebels  were  hastUj 
hurried  upon  Rose's  tSarm,  where  they  fell ; 
and  in  passing  over  this  field  I  disoovered 
that  hordes  of  swine  had  been  bosy  among 
tbe  trenches  within  which  the  dead  had 
been  thrown  and  tightly  covered ;  skulls 
acd  other  bones  had  been  exhumed,  and- 
whole  bodies  exposed  and  torn  to  pieosa. 
What  a  touching  illustration  of  the  horrors 
ofwar,  andof  the  wiokednees  of  those 
who  brought  these  brave  Iwys  here,  thcs 
to  die,  and  permit  their  bodies  to  fatten 
tbe  foul  and  disgusting  creatures  who 
prowl  over  these  fields,  in  search  of  snob 
horrid  repasts. 

"  Borne,  who  was  oor  guide  upon  this 
occasion,  revereutly  collected  a  mass  of 
these  bones  and  reinterred  them." 

*'  Scattered  over  this  immense  field  are 
still  the  remains  ot  broken  weapons— of 
knapsacks  and  baversac^  of  cannon 
balls,  of  boots  and  shoee,  many  of  whioh 
appear  as  though  cut  from  woimded  limbs ; 
pieces  of  doth  torn  from  the  uniforms  of 
living  or  dead  soldiers.  Minis  balls  and 
percussion  cape  are  found  in  abondanoe, 
while  the  trees  in  Oolps'  woods,  dismem- 
bered and  filled  with  bullets,  forcibly  il- 
lustrate the  power  and  fbrodty  ot  tbe 
contending  armies. " 

THE  REEXICAN  IMBROGLIO.

The  field-work  embraces  5b9,743  acres, 
nearly  half  of  which  is  on  Sioux  or  Daco- 
tah  land,  south  of  tho  Minnesota.  The 
surveyed  area  cf  the  Indian  tracts,  with 
the  quantity  covered  by  the  previous  year, 
equaJs  nearly  400,000  acres,  which  are  '.o 
hi  appraised  and  sold  pu-suant  to  the  act 
of  the  3d  of  March,  1863,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Indians. 

Oortracts  requiring  the  $15,000  appro- 
priated by  act  of  7th  April,  1866,  have 
been  entered  into  by  the  em  veyor  general 
for  the  survey  ot  the  region  in  southwest- 
ern Minnesota  adjoialng  the  western 
boundary  of  the  Slate,  and  yet  north  of 
the  Minnesota  river  and  east  of  the  Big 
Stone  Lake. 

During  the  period  which  has  elapsed

Instruction-s  have  been  issued  by  this 
office  to  the  registers  and  receivers  of  the 
various  latid  districts,  explaining  the  pro- 
visions of  these  act*,  and  it  is  believed 
thty  are  now  generally  understood. 

By  the  act  ot  July,  1864,  it  is  "pro- 
vided that  any  actual  settler  npon  any 
one  let  as  aforesaid,  and  upon  any  addi- 
tional lot  in  which  ho  may  have  substan- 
tial improvements,  shall  be  entitled  to 
prove  up  aLd  purchase  the  same  as  a  pre- 
emption, at  said  minimum,  at  any  time 
before  the  time  fixed  for  the  public  sale." 
Toe  regUtere  and  receivers  of  the  local  offi- 
ces have  been  instructed  that,underthis  pro- 
viso, any  actual  settler  may  pre-empt  tho 
lot  npon  which  he  resides,  with  one  addi- 
tional lot  npon  which  he  bas  sobstantial 
improvemtnts;  that  no  more  than  two 
lots  can  be  pre  ercpted  by  any  one  settler ;

Tbe  different  ways  in  wbioh  accounts  of 
the  various  internal  revenue  officers  are 
adjorted  and  paid  make  it  impossiltle  to 
give  a  perfectly  acjurate  etatement  of  the 
expense  of  assessing  and  collecting  tbe 
revenue  for  the  year  1865.  Many  exp-n- 
ses  incurred  during  the  year  were  not 
paid  until  after  its  close,  and  large 
amuants  were  paid  on  account  ot  expen- 
ses of  previous  years  adjasted    last  year. 

From  an  fxamination  of  the  allowances 
made  to  the  disbursing  officers,  the  pay- 
ments on  account  of  this  office,  and  the 
statements  of  assessors,  oompeuiation 
and  expenses,  made  by  the  Fifth  Auditor 
of  the  Treasury,  tbe  txpentes  of  the  past 
fiscal  year  appar  to  be  $7,639,700  46. 

This  is  le«8  than  two  and  one-third  per 
centum  of  the  total  receipts,  exclusive  of 
drawback  and  sums  refunded  as  errone- 
ously coUecteil.  The  percentage  ot  ex- 
pense is  less  than  for  tbe  ptevioas  year, 
becanee  the  receipts  were  largely  increased 
without  a  correE^ponding  increase  in  tbe 
coat  of  collection.

TSM  E>KR  CBNTtTM   PKRALTISS. 

The  addition  oi  ten  per  centum  as  a 
penalty  for  tbe  non-payment  of  the  tax  on 
cr  t>efore  a  certain  day  is  sometimes  a 
eevere  bardi-ihipa,  fro'n  which  there  is  no 
relief  even  in  cases  of  sickness  or  accident. 

I  believe  that  a  penalty  of  five  per  cen- 
tum for  neglect  or  refusal,  and  interest  at 
the  rate  ot  twelve  per  centum  par  annum 
from  the  time  the  tax  is  payable,  will  be 
ample  sufficient,  wl  ile  from  'xXa  greater 
equality  it  will  occasion  less  complaint. 

SPICIAL     TAX. 

The  speeiaii  tax  act  of  July  13,  1866,  is 
a  8ubstitul:e  fur  the  license  tax  of  the 
earlier  lawit  For  evading  its  payment 
when  due  tbe  l.iw  provides  imprisonment 
not  exceeding  two  years  end  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  Sve  hundred  dollars,  or  both. 

I  recomricnd  that  the  imprisonment, 
except  for  violation  by  distillers,  rectifiers, 
and  manufiiotnrers  of  tobacco,  snuff,  and 
cigars,  anddealersin  liquors,  be  abolished, 
and  that  tbe  minimum  tine  for  failure  or 
evasion  ol  payment  l>e  fixed  at  ten  dol- 
lars. Witli  this  change,  relief  by  posi'ive 
enactment  should  be  gi<^en  certain  cla<^e«B 
of  persons  pgainst  whom  it  has  never  been  j 
deemed  necessary  or  just  to  enforce  the 
penal  provisions  of  the  statute. 

Peddlen*. — To  those  articles  which  per- 
sons are  authorized  to  peJdle  without 
payment  of  a  special  tax,  I  recommend 
the  addition  of  fruits,  vegetables,  pits, 
eakes,  and  confectionery  when  sold  by 
persona  on  iloot,  tbns  protecting  many 
poor  women  and  children  striving  to  earn 
a  livelihoo'1,  and  who,  in  numerona  in- 
stances, have  been  subjected  to  anxiety 
and  or  St. 

Wholesale  and  retail  dealers  in  liquor. 
— ^The  law  of  1862  discriminated  between 
wholesale  and  retail  dealers  in  liquors  by 
tbe  quantity  of  single  sales.  A  sale  of 
three  gallons  or  more  at  one  time  consti- 
tuted a  person  a  wholesale  dealer.  The 
present  stiiMite  provides  an  additional  test, 
and  any  person  whose  annual  sales,  in- 
cluding sfJes  of  other  menimidize,  ex- 
ceeds $25,(X)0,  ia  a  whol—lt  liquor 
dealer. 
Tbe  tAZ  QpoB  %  retul  dealer  in  liquor  is 


tax  upon  animals  elaughtered  b  is  semoved 
the  reason  for  the  measurabu  relief  ot 
bntobers  from  special  tax,  and  I  reepeot- 
fully  recomoaend  t::at  wbeo  tl4>ir  ancoal 
sales  exceed  tbe  sum  of  $25,0  0  their  tax 
should  be  increased  precisely  as  that  of 
dealers  is  increased.  ^.^^ 

Plaiubers  and  ga»'£tter«^^^Tbefle  per- 
sons now  pay  ten  doila.s  only,  the  same 
amount  which  \i  paid  by  retail  iealers.  I 
^e  no  reason  why  thoy  shoaid  not  be 
taxed  upon  their  sales  as  dealeis  are  tax- 
ed, and  as  wholesale  dealers  uben  their 
annual  sales  exceed  $25,000  Equality 
of  taxation  is  greatly  desired  n  revenue 
laws.

The  provisicBS  of  law  bea'in  %  upon  the 
I  distiJation  of  spirits  were  esse  itially  d«- 
I  fective  prior  to  the  act  of  Jdy.  Tbey 
were  insuffieiect,  even  in  the  bunds  of  the 
\  most  experienced  and  vigilant  officers,  to 
I  prefent  frauds,  either  in  lai^e  or  small 
j  distillsriee. 

Great  nnmbei 3  of  small  stil!?,  for  the 
I  illicit  manufacture  of  rum  from  mdaMee, 
,  were  secreted  in  the  garrets  an<  i  cellars  of 
tbe  most  populous  citi's,  while  many  ot 
I  the  recognized  and  licensed  distilk-iiec; 
!  were  run  by  night,  th«ir  propriotors  keep- 
'  i"g  fraudulent  accounts  ot  the!  •  ronsump- 
tim  of  grain  and  other  vege  able  sub- 
{ stancet^,  and  their  production  ot  spirits 
j  and  tbe  sale  or  removal  thereo  '  to  boud- 
I  ed  warehouses. 

!  In  fcvtry  distillery,  the  daily  production 
;  of  which  w£is  one  bindred  gaJlona  or 
more,  assessors  were  instructs  d  to  place 
an  assistant,  whose  duty  shonk  be  to  re- 
cord the  removals  uf  all  articles  to  and 
from  the  premises,  and  gecertlly  to  see 
that  all  the  requirements  ot  tb  )  lav  weic 
fully  complied  with.  Oolkttors  were 
uf-geJ  to  unusual  watchtuloc^s  for  the 
minor  find  unlicensed  di?tilU  ries ;  and 
everything  was  dene  which  w  is  bi;lievt:d 
to  be  valuable,  and  which  the  law  would 
authorire,  to  check  the  frauds  bet  with- 
iiut  the  desired  succe  s  The  nnw  law  Lae 
more  {.nductive  power  than  the  old  one. 
Its  punitive  provisions  are  mort  numerous 
and  stf iugeat,  and  tbe  witiidrawal  of  lae 
spirits  from  the  actual  ind  exdaeive  pos- 
tession  of  their  owners,  immediately  ujoto 
their  dis  illation,  I  have  no  doubt,  will  be 
of  advantage  to  the  Government.

Various  amendm  inta  to  it 
were  adopted  by  the  House  ol  Represen- 
tatives materially  improv^ed  it.>  symmetry 
end  general  requirements ;  but  tbe  impos- 
sibility of  their  passage  in  see  )on  fcr  the 
anual  assessment  of  the  current  year,  and 
the  preseure  of  more  importai  t  buaineis, 
induced  the  Senate  to  deter  tl^eir  consid- 
eration. They  will  probably  te  presented 
again  during  the  coming  winter  in  a  now 
bill  tirom  the  House. 

Of  these  amendments  tbe  mo  it  importan 
was,  perhaps,  the  exemption  rom  tax  ot 
one  thousand  dollars,  icstead  of  six  hun- 
dred as  is  no  w  provided.  It  wi  is  ot  course, 
tbe  purpose  ot  tbe  law  to  exec  pt  so  much 
ot  one's  income  as  was  demat  ded  by  his 
actual  necessities.  Six  bund'ed  dollars 
was  beleived  to  be  the  minimi  m  expense 
ot  such  at  the  time  of  the  pa^^sago  of  the  j 
tiret  law.  Since  then  the  iutt  -nal  t«x  up-  ; 
on  commodities,  the  increase  of  customs 
duty,  and  the  deprecation  of  t!ie  currency, 
have  wrought  an  almost  uuivei  Fal  advance 


alsopropo-ed. 

Cneidkrablp  space  is  devoted  to  the 
mail  steamship  line  to  Japan  and  China. 
The  Puftuia^ter  (fcnetal  Concurs  with  his 
pr*-dcce.-<sor  in  the  opinion  that  the  steam- 
hl:i[s  ot  tbe  main  line  between  San 
Francisco,  Japan  and  OJiina  shoa'-d  not 
be  required  to  toncb  at  the  Stadwioh 
Islands,  but  Oongrfss  must  dttermine 
the  conditions  of  release.

If   mhcej)    are  d«{>asta(ed   on 
young  permareiit  giss.-e.^,  a  good  par-lore 
must  not   ha  expected  even   in  our  more 
humid    olimnt.'.     A*ter  having   traveled 
for  weeks   tbiougb  t!:is  old    foresi-land, 
with  its    blackened    stam^js  acd    J'.igzag 
rail-feiices,  (or    "snake- fence*,"  as  tbey 
.iro     Ciilhd  )     to    get  a  viaw   of    those 
gran*,     open    prairle-lands    !^    a    relief 
(scarcely  to  be  described      In  the  wondt->d 
district  the  toil  of  ole.iring  and   brir;gi!)g 
the  land  into  cultivation  is  immeose.     On 
tho  prairies  theeettljr  lias  00  such  labor; 
he  has  simply  to  plongb  up    the    ground 
aud  sow  the  seed.     Tlie  prairie  lands  are 
ot  three  kinds  — fiit,  something    like  our 
tens,  and  about  as  icviticgto  live  in,  with- 
out in  many  parts  a  tree  or  a  shrub  as  far 
as  tha  eyeoaa  reach.     Then  there  are  the 
rolling  prairies— having  a  slight  undulat- 
ing tuttace  and  s"»»'e  wood  -  fcr  lei"  inon- 
otonious  tliOn  the  flat,  but  not,    to  thojc 
who  have  £u  eye  to  beauty,  so  inviting  c:; 
the  high  rolling  prairies.     The  most  bean- 
tiinl  country  for  firming  I  saw  in  America 
WHS  in  lovrsj  acn  ss  the  Miaaia-ippi";    in- 
deed, it  is  one  of    the    most    picturesqv, 
ocuntries  I  have  ever  looked  upon.     Fine 
land  in  this  State  is  to  l>e    purchased    at 
less  than  it  would  let  for  in  Kiigknd  ;  bat 
more  on  the  price  of  land  presently.   This 
fine  S^ate  contains  fifty  millions  of  acres, 
only  eight  millions  ot  which  are  at  present 
under  cultivation      The  eastern   gecerallv 
pursued  in  American  farming    is    one    of 
exhaustion.     The  evils    of    this  practic<^ 
are  beginuing  to  be  felt  in   the   o!der-tet- 
tled  btates  in  tbe  gradoally   and  steadily 
diminiebing   yield.       There    can    be    no 
doubt  tbat  tbe  evils  of  such  a  course  will 
be  much  more  generally  and  seriously  felt 
unless  a  change  ot    system    be    adopted. 
Rotation  is  little  observed.      R:(Ot  cr^  ps, 
except  potatoes,  are  rarely    seen.      C.tp 
after  crop  ot  corn  Is  taken  from   the  soil 
without  anything  in  tbe  shape  of    fertili- 
zers beirg  returned.     T^e   boaes   of   tbe 
country  are  either  thrown  away, or,  when 
collected,  are  exported,     80  also    of   the 
linseed  and  cotton  cake— as  tbeie  is  very 
little  native  demand,  tbey    are    exported 
to  Europe.     Ibe    use    of    manu.-es    and 
feeding  stuffs  is  practiced  by   a    few,   but 
they  are  quite    the    exception.       An  old 
farmer  on  the  banks  of   tbe    Waba^b,  in 
Indiana,  told  me    be    had    grown   grain 
crops,  generally  Indian  corn,   for  t  irty- 
five  years  in  succession   with    scarcely    a 
drei-bing       of       manure,       and       tbat 
tbe       last      crop      ot      Indian      corn 
had    yielded     no    less    than     60  bneh- 
els  an  acre.     This  land,  as  you  may  sup- 
pose, is  remarkably  rich  ;  but  as  a  bhroAd 
Q'lakcr  from  Ohio,  who  joined  us   about 
an  hour  after,  remarked,    such   a  course 
was  too  common,  but  that  it  must  come 
to  an  end— tbat  he  bad   cleared    no   less 
than    600    acres   of  land    himself,    bad 
brought  up  a   large  family    and    settled 
tbem  in  farms,  and   had    found    it    most 
profitable  to  keer)  plenty  of  stock,  to  ob- 
serve a  proper  rotation,  and  to  deal   with 
the  soil  liberally.     The  farms  are   mostly 
small— averaging  sb«nt    100  acres.     In 
the  Western    country    they    are   larger, 
many  being    5'JO  to    1,000    acres      One 
gentleman,  Mr.  Sallivant,  ia  Illinois,  who 
inviteil  me  to  go  and  see  him,   farms  70,- 
000  acres,  and  does  it  systematically  and 
well.     A  large  proportion  of  the  cultivs- 
tors  are  wb&t  may  be  described  as  work- 
ing'fatmers — men  of  rough  exterior;  but 
owing  to  the  admirable  public  school  sys- 
tem, they  are  generally   fairly    etiucated. 
The  immense  circulation  of  most  of  tbe 
agricultural  journals  is  a  proof  that   tbey 
are  a  rt  ading  people.     The    larger   and 
more  opulent  ftirmers  are  very  genileonan- 
ly  and  intedigent  men  ;  know   well  what 
Is  going  on  in  Eogalnd — I  thought,  some- 
times, better  than  some  English   farmers. 
There  is  another,  and  ti:is  a  larg^  class  ia 


America— I  mean  amateur  farmer  s.    Doc- 
tors, lawyers,  bankers,  merchants,  mann- 
facturerfl— all  seem  possessed    with    the 
same  love  for  farming  to  general  oa  this 
elde.     I  met  with  many  of  tkis  class-  for  I 
tbe  acquisition  of  land  is  so  easy— I  fcund  I 
however,  tbat  they  told    the    same  tale  ; 
amateur  farmers  do  on  this   side,    viz :  ' 
That  farming  was  a  very  pleasant  occnpa-  j 
tion,  but  that  it  did  not  pay.     The  wheat  j 
and  other  cereal  crops  are  much  shorter 
and  lighter  than  we  grow  iu  England  — I  | 
thtiJlasay  fuUy  one-third  less— 80  bushels 
of  wheat  being  contidered  a  cood  crop   [ 
Indian  corn  yields  tar  more — 100  bushels  I 
ta  acre  are  occasionally   raided  ;  but  60 
to  CO  bushels  is  considered    a  fuir  crop. 
It  is  highly  prized,  is  often  cut  grten  for  ' 
fodder,  and  attains  a  height    of  12   feet   | 
The  feed  in  an  acre  is  sometimes  wonder-  | 
ful.     It  is  given  to  all  kinds  of  stock.     I  1 
find  my  own  farm  horsis  db  wtU  upon  tho  1 
grain.  j 

AOmoCLTUEAL   MACHINKBY. 

The  tillage  of  the  land  is  so  mixed  up  j 
with  the  question  of  the  implements  used,  | 
that  what  little  I  have  to  say  will  be  ^ 
under  the  bead  of  "Agricultural  M4ohiii-  ' 
ery."  InE-jgland,  as  yon  are  all  aware,  | 
an  enormous  demand  has  set  in  during  ' 
the  last  twenty  years  for  improved  agri-  1 
cultural  impyements.  This  has  mainly 
ariseu  from  a  more  correct  appreciation 
of  the  value  and  advantages  of  good  ma- 
chines. In  Ameri;;a,  owing  to  tbe  high 
rate  of  wages  and  tie  difliculty  of  obtsin- 
ing  en  adequate  supply  of  labor,  agri- 
cultural machinery  calculated  to  save 
tnanuel  labor,  has  been  an  absolute  ne- 
cessity. Without  tbe  reaping  machine 
tbe  crops  conH  not  be  harvested,  and 
without  the  tiirashicg  machines  they 
cocld  cot  be  brought  to  mart^t.  Hence 
tbe  trada  iu  agiioultural  implements  has 
reached  gikjantio  propoitions.  From  in- 
qnirfbe  1  made  I  found  tbat  at  least  100  - 
000  reaping  au.l  m.>*ing  machines|;,are 
made  ^ncually  in  the  States.  I  was  there 
during  t'le  harvest-  everywhere  the  reap- 
er was  to  le  seen  going  ;  the  scythe  or  the 
sickle  was  ju^t  as  exceptional  as  tbe  reaping 
machine  was  in  England  ten  years  ago.  The 
tbre^bif  g  macbinea  were  vcy  inferior  to 
ours,  thouMh  tbe  Americans  were  very  apt 
to  think  th^y  wtre  far  ahead  of  us,  and 
that  we  Wire  a  v  ry  slow  people  ;  their 
machine  were  almost  exclusively  worked 
by  horse-nowcr.  One  farmer  on  the 
banks  of  Oritaric,  who  bad  ten  horses 
yoked  to  his  ibret-hiug  macbino,  seemed 
much  surprised  that  in  E:;gland  we  did  all 
our  thrtehiog  by  steam  power  He  had 
neter  heard  ot  such  a  thing.  Tbe  imple- 
meuts  of  the  farm,  if  wa  except  reapers, 
are  of  very  infe.'i  r  design  and  build  to 
our  Engl'th  machines.  I  thought  one 
great  want  in  American  farming  was  good 
steerage  drilb  and  borhO  hoes  to  follow 
In  a  country  whero  labor  fa  so  scarce  and 
dear,  the  hociug  ot  the  corn  crop  by  ani- 
mal power  would  l>e  an  immense  boon. 
The  drills  eie  not  made  with  a  etterage  ; 
onceeqaeiitly,  the  drillin  is  ba<i.  rendering 
the  Use  1 1  the  hors^e  hoia  impracticable  j 
and,  as  lalnjr  is  so  dear,  in  most  cases  -he 
corn  and  the  weeds  ee^m  to  be  left  "  to 
grow  together  nntil  tho  harvest." 

Tbe  American  farmer  is  not  eaticfied, 
as  we  are,  with  one  team  plowing  an  acre 
per  day  ;  but  exptrcts  from  each  team  of  a 
pair  of  horses  two  acres  to  two  and  a  half 
acres.  I  rather  doubted  so  mach  being 
done  ;  but  was  over  and  over  as..ured  by 
both  mtistere  and  men  that  two  acres  and 
a  half  were  not  at  all  an  uiiusual  day's 
work.  Tha  furrows,  I  mu'-t  tell  you,  are 
over  a  toot  wide — none  of  your  fancy 
fdoi!g!iir;g  match  sfyls.  The  laud  is  abo 
generally  mnob  h  gher  than  oar  English 
soils,  and  the  depth  of  t  e  ploughing  is, 
according  to  my  noti.  is,  very  much  to 
ehhliov—a  fault  not  at  ail  uncommon  on 
this  :-ido  tho  AthiLtic.  St.am  plongbs 
have  not  yet  been  introduced.  Several 
attempts  have  bteu  made;  but  as  all  the 
sc;>enKs  li«;ve  b((en  witb  engines  to  travel 
over  the  eurtaoe— after  Romaine's  plan — 
CO  wciuui-  they  have  net  succeeded  On 
tbe  praiiiti  there  woold  be  co  difficulty 
in  constiracling  machinery  capable  of 
breaking  up  t  A er.ty  or  even  twenty  five 
acres  of  *>r.ch  laud  per  day,  and  this  with 
» nly  th;eo  men. 

OOME8TIO  ANIMALS 

Altboigh  the  territory  of  tbe  United 
St  ;t^B  is  80  much  greater  tliau  England, 
tbe  live  stock  u  by  no  inea'is  in  tbe  same 
proi>oiti:)n.  Tho  cows  and  other  horned 
cattle,  aor.>rJirg  to  the  ceaHU-j  of  1860, 
amounted  to  about  17  million,  aixiut 
doable  the  estimated  number  of  tbe  United 
Kii  g.Iom  -  2|  milliono  of  the  cattle  were 
retarned  .n^  working  oxen.  The  sheep, 
on  the  other  hand,  fell  short  ot  the  iesii 
mated  Eogli^b  nomber  by  2J  millions ; 
while  the  jiigB  exceeded  by  ten  times  our 
number,  reaching  tbe  fabulous  number  of 
83  milhots,  or  ju^t  about  as  uianv  pigs  as 
people.  The  tmlk  ot  tbe  cattle  I  saw 
were  of  the  sborthcrn  type.  Alderneys 
and  '  .^rehires  aie  much  in  repute 
tor  dairy  purposes;  but,  as  in  Eng- 
land, the  shorthorn  is  the  prevailing  breed. 
The  fcbeep  of  America  are  of  a  very  non- 
descript character,  generally  miserably 
bred  and  ill-looking  thinss,  about  half 
the  6iz3  of  the  English.  Fiocks  ot  Lsices- 
ters,  Sonlbdowns,  and  merinc>fc3  are  to  be 
found  but  they  ae  exceptional.  There  is 
f>ne  ma'. ter — an  important  one  to  an 
Eoglifrh  iian — viz  ,  the  quality  of  be  meat. 
Whether  il  bo  the  cUmate,  tbe  food,  or 
the  cooking,  or.all  three,  I  don't  know; 
but  the  beef  and  mutton  are  meet  inferior, 
tasteless,  and  tough  in  the  extreme. 
Pork  is  tolerably  good.  Ihe  national 
importance  of  pnying  more  attention  to 
sheep  is  being  urped  upon  the  Ameri- 
can farmer  by  the  daily  as   well  a?  by  t'le 
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a  ;ricu!tural  prcts,  aa  increase  in  the 
irupply  of  wool  being  de.emed  an  absolute 
necssjity,  five  millions  sterling  havirg 
been  pnid  to  England  for  woolen  goods 
in  1865. 

VASTintas  OP  oub  i.'KHrroBY. 

It  is  at  Chicago  that  tl  )  mind  first  be- 
comes impressed  witb  the  vastness  of  tbe 
territory  which  Ilea  b?y<>nd  the  Ohio, 
Mi  ei  eippi  and  Wisconsin— a  country 
which,  wbetlier  for  a-ea,  productions,  re- 
sources or  people,  is  becoming  the  noblest 
and  grandest  part  ot  the  republic.  I  will 
not  weary  you  with  statistirs  of  the  trade 
of  Chuago  in  agricultural  produce.  Suf- 
fice it  to  say  that  upward  ot  fifty  million 
bushels  of  oorn  are  annually  exported  — 
1  400.000  pigs  an(i  90,000  cattle  are  annu- 
ally slaughtered  in  this  Western  metropo- 
lis. The  great  slaughtfering  establishments 
of  Chicago,  the  elevators  and  corn  stores 
are  as  perfect  in  their'  way  as  any  of  our 
Lancashire  factories  ;  but  I  have  no  time 
to  dwell  apon  them.  One  of  the  most 
prominent  agricultural  features  is  the  Chi- 
cago cattle  market ;  345  acres  have  been 
laid  out ;  in  tbe  centre  an  ample  railway 
station  built,  into  which  nice  great  railway 
companies  run  their  trains ;  fifteen  miles 
of  tidings  or  branches  have  been  laid 
down,  water  supply  laid  on,  corn  and  bay 
barns  erected  ;  a  great  hotel,  a  bank  and 
an  exchange  hive  l>een  built;  in  fact, 
every  sort  of  convenience  and  accommo- 
dation for  both  man  and  beast  have  been 
well  considered  and  provided  for  at  this 
great  cattle  mart  of  the  West.

The  municipal  caucus  of  the  republicans 
of  Cambridge  met  in  the  city  hall,  last  eve» 
ning,  according  to  adjournment. 

Dr  Morrill  Wymau  oflertd  the  following 
resolution . 

•'  Resolved,  That  it  is  tho  opinion  of  this 
meeting  tbut  corporeal  puiiiBbiuent  of  girls 
should  be  abolished  in  each  and  every  pub 
lie  school  in  this  city." 

,  Dr.  Wyraau  advocated  bis  resolution  in  a 
speech  of  considerable  leufjth,  e.i:amining 
and  answering  the  arguments  of  the  inves 
ligating  committee  of  the  school  board,  iu 
their  report  sustaining  the  action  of  the 
teachers  engaged  in  the  recent  whipping  of 
a  school  girL  He  observed  that,  until  lust 
Apr:l,  he  was  not  aware  that  a  rule  existed 
wtiich  authorized  tho  infliction  of  corporeal 
punibbmeut  upon  girls  in  public  schools  of 
Oamlirtdge.  In  Prussia,  such  punishment 
bad  bscii  abolished  for  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury, aud  in  maDy.ot  our  cities  it  had  so 
long  been  uncmpluyca  that  it  was  no  longer 
a  mooted  qu.-stiou.  The  reraarl^  of  Dr. 
Wymau  were  heartily  applauded. 

Hia  honor  Mayor  Merrill  opposed  tho  re- 
solution, and  defended  tho  action  of  the 
school  committee,  maiutuiuiug  that  some 
classes  of  girls  needed  corporeal  punish- 
ment, and  arguing  that  it  would  be  cruel 
and  unjust  to  the  community  to  adopt  ihe 
resolution.  He  remarked  that  there  never 
was  a  matter  so  grossly  exaggerated  and 
misrepresented  as  the  whipping  case  iu  the 
Allstou  school  had  been.  It  was  generally 
believed  that  the  girl  was  whipped  for  whis 
periug.  The  fact  was,  she  was  whipped  for 
persistent,  general  insubordination.  The 
whipping  might  have  be'en  injudicious,  and 
he  believed  it  was  :  but  it  would  not  do  to 
diiKjharge  every  city  otlicer  for  the  commis 
siou  of  one  injudicious  act  Mayor  Merrill 
maintained  that  corporeal  punif-hment  could 
not  be  saftly  abolished  ustil  all  the  pupils 
were  subjected  lo  a  proper  discipline  at 
home  ;  aud  when  it  was  prohibited  for  girls, 
it  should  be  prohibited  for  boys.  He 
thought  it  would  be  a  very  great  mistake  to 
turn  out  the  entire  board  of  school  commit- 
tee. 

Mr.  Charles  Foster,  father  of  the  whipped 
girl,  was  the  next  speaker.  He  charged 
the  school  committee  with  adeisign  to  cover 
up  tbo  action  of  tho  tt- achers  of  the  Mlston 
school  by  conducting  Ihe  investigation  se- 
cretly. 

Mr,  John  N.  Barber  opposed  the  resolu- 
tion, and  declared  that  the  censure  bestowed 
upon  the  teachers  and  the  school  board  was 
already  producing  insubordination  in  the 
schools. 

Prof.  Agassiz  now  took  tho  platform, 
amid  great  applause.  He  remarked  that  he 
came  forward  with  great  reluctance.  For 
twttuty  years  he  had  not  taken  part  in  a 
public  meeting,  but  while  matters  so  im- 
portant were  under  discussion,  he  could  not 
rtcoccile  it  to  his  duty  as  an  American  citi 
zeu  to  tit  still.  He  would  not  attempt  to 
argue  tbU  case,  for  he  could  only  repeat 
what  Di-  Wyman  had  so  beautifully  uttered 
For  forty  years  he  had  been  a  teacher— be- 
giuuing  when  he  was  lourieen  years  old-#- 
and  he  had  never  yet  laid  his  hand  on  a 
child.  [Applau.so.]  He  believed  tbat  a  hen 
it  became  nectssary  to  infiict  corporeal  pun- 
i;hment  it  was  aa  evidence  that  tbe  teacher 
had  lost  his  self  control.  He  paid  a  high 
compliment  to  tho  teachers  of  Cambridge, 
and  remarked  tbat  many  of  them  had  too 
largo  a  number  of  pupils  under  their  charge, 
and  the  number  of .  teachers  should,  there 
lore,  bo  increased.  He  knew  how  much  the 
public  schools  had  done  for  the  freedom  of 
tbe  republic  ;  but  they  were  eu.sceptible  of 
improvement,  and  he  knew  of  no  better 
place  to  begin  tbat  improvement,  than  in 
Cambridge.  The  number  of  studies  in  the 
public  schools  should  be  so  iocreased  as  to 
tit  the  scholars  for  entrance  into  the  univer- 
sities. Thus  might  Cambridge  be  made  the 
intellectual  bead  of  tbe  coaimunity. 

Prof.  Washburnc  said  he  would  add  a 
word  or  two  to  what  had  been  so  eloquently 
said  by  the  gentlemaa  who  had  opened  the 
dicu.s.'iion.  He  wculd  have  iu  the  schools 
the  authority  of  the  good  man  over  the 
child— not  maintained  by  the  cudgel  or  by 
paralyzing  terror,  but  by  affuctioa,  and  by 
inspiriug  pupils  with  conGdeuce  in  their 
teachers.  Discipline  should  be  regarded  as 
R  means,  not  as  an  end,  aud  trifling  viola 
tiona  of  tchool  rules,  originating  in  the  nat- 
ural activity  and  e.xuberaut  spirits  ot  youth, 
should  not  be  vihiied  with  severe  punish 
meat.  There  was  no  necessity  cf  whipping 
girls  to  secure  order  iu  school.  Where  the 
a-acber  excitts  a  proper  interest  in  the 
minds  of  his  pupils  for  their  studies,  there 
was  no  no'.a  of  cbastiseaieut.  Kiudi;e^8 
and  affection  in  the  teacher  would  be  recip- 
rocated by  the  pupils.  If  ;ii  any  schocl 
there  was  a  girl  whom  kindness  would  not 
reform,  it  wns  the  right  and  the  duly  of  the 
committee  to  remove  her  from  that  school. 

Continuing  his  remarks,  Prof.  Washburnc 
declared  his  conviction  that  tbe  appplica- 
tiou  of  corporeal  puaishment  was  prolific  of 
evil.  It  Could  not  bo  used  on  young  chil- 
dren without  blunting  their  sousibilities, 
aud  lesseniug  their  confidenco  iu  their 
teachers,  and  every  one  else  ;  and  no  girl  of 
ten  years  old,  or  upwaid,  could  be  Wi;ipped 
without  ImrdeniDg  or  breaking  her  heart. 
Joshua  Coffin,  of  Nowburypcrt,  immortalized 
by  Whittier,  and  a  Ecbuol  teacher  for  foity 
years,  was  rough  in  lixterior  and  coarse  in 
manner,  but  he  had  a  heart  as  soft  as  a 
girl's  aud  a  clear  head.  The  speaker  re 
uiemberod  him  at  a  teachers'  meeting, 
where  the  subject  of  corporeal  punishment 
was  under  dibcussion.  Many  of  tbe  teach- 
ers had  advocated  a  frequent  exercLw  of  it. 
.Mr.  Coffin  rose,  and  in  about  ten  minutes 
nded  the  debate  and  settled  ihc  question. 
"If,''  said  ho,  "  I  wanted  to  make  a  boy  a 
rascal,  1  would  treat  him  as  if  he  was  one. 
If  I  wanted  to  make  him  manly,  I  would 
treat  him  kindly  and  generously."  Profes- 
sor W^a^bburne  said  he  had  never  yet  found 
a  man  or  a  woman  so  but  ihat  they  had  a 
teuder  point,  which  could  be  reached  if  they 
wore  treated  as  human  beings,  and  as  one's 
own  sister  or  brother.  After  speaking  of 
tho  progress  made  in  recent  years  in  the 
matter  of  discipline  in  fcbools,  and  the  ame- 
lioration of  tbe  treatment  of  lunatics,  con- 
victs and  sailors,  he  closed  by  declaring 
corporeal  puulshmenl  to  be  morally  and 
physically  wrong,  and  urging  tha  adoption 
of  the  resolve  as  a  duty  which  tbe  meeting 
owed  to  itself,  and  to  Cambridge  as  a  seat  of 
learning. 

After  an  hour's  more  warm  discussion,  a 
motion  to  renominate  the  old  board  of  school 
committee  was  lost  by  154  to  238.  A  new 
board,  opposed  to  corporeal  punishment, 
was  then  selected. 

The  hall  was  packed  to  its  full  capacity 
during  the  whole  evening,  and  the  meeting 
wa^  one  of  the  most  exciting  ever  held  in 
Cambridge,

New  DrUl  for  tbe  BriUela  Army. 

A  general  order  of  considerable  Impor- 
tance in  its  relations  to  tbe  infantry  driH 
of  tbe  army  has  been  issaed  from  tha 
Horse  Guards.  Tbe  order,  signed  bj 
AdjL  Gen  Lord  William  Paalet,  0  B ,  by 
order  of  bis  royal  highness  tbe  Daka  of 
Cambridge,  field  marshal  and  general 
c-;mraandiug-in-cbief,  directs  that  man 
belonging  to  infantry  regiment**,  ezoeptiag 
such  as  have  served  over  fifteen  years,  or 
are  excuf^od  by  medical  certifioatee,  shall 
be  exercised  at  "  running  drill"  once  a 
day.  For  the  first  fortnight  the  distance 
run  is  not  to  exceed  800  yards.

Atter  tbe  third 
fortnight's  praoti.-<>e  the  distance  may  be 
increased  to  1,000  yards  daily,  witb  arnu 
and  accoutrements  carried  on  alternate 
days.  Tbe  pace  on  all  occasions  is  not  to 
exceed  six  miles  an  hour,  nor  mast  the 
1,000  yards'  distance  be  attempted  ba- 
fo:e  the  six  .weeks'  preliminary  practice 
has  been  made  over  the  shorter  distances. 
•Vhen  the  greund  will  admit,  tbe  men  are 
to  run  in  single  rank  of  15  to  20  abreast, 
anr  otherwise  by  companies  in  foara.

to  Mr.  Adams     The   affidavit   says   that 
while  going  from   Montreal  to  Qaebeolie 
became  acquainted   with   a   man   calling 
himself  McOirthy.     He  told   him  he  had 
b.en  in  the  Confederate  service,  engaged 
ia  carryicg  int<;lligence  between  Washing- 
ton  and   Richmond  ;  that  he  had   been 
concerned  In   the  plan   for  carrying   off 
President  Lincoln,  which   was   concerted 
eutirtly  by  J.  Wilkte  Booth  and  i.imself  ; 
thatheOH«neto  Canada  JQst  }ic;<>r.-  the 
ast^a-eiotttion  of  President  Lin c^'    ;    that 
while  in  Cuna.la  he  received  a  ii'.trr  trom 
Booth,  saying  that  it  had  becosiie  necessa- 
ry to  chaiig©  their  plans   and   requested 
him  U>  ooaitt  to  Washiugton  immerliately, 
and   that  ha  did  tta!t  immediately  lor 
WasMiihton.     He  did  not  say   whether

It    most   he   said, 
however,  that  this    circumstance  is  very 
ooju'itly  damaging  the  reputation  and  in- 
taresta  of  the  Island,  because  it  ia  not  re- 
ferable to  the  oUmate,  or  any  change  in  the 
character  of  the  atmosphere.  The  increased 
tendency  to  consumption,  ia  eonfined  to 
tbe  lower  classes,  and  results  from  their 
peculiar  mode  of  living,  which  is  in  atone 
bata  without  any  floors,  bad  ventilation, 
Boanty  food,  and    increased    anxiety    of 
mind,  result-Dg  from  the  diflftculty  of  ob- 
tainmv;   subairteooe.

83cretary  Seward,  May  28,  1866,  sug- 
gest«,  aa  we  have  no  treaty  with  tha  Papal 
GjverEmeot,  that  a  special  agent  be  sent 
u>  P.ome  to  demand  the  surrender  of 
!?nrratt. 

Minister  King  to  Secretary  Seward, 
June  23,  1866,  says  be  communicated 
•with  Lis  informant  the  day  before,  and 
rtocived  from  him  the  accompanying  doc- 
nmect.  He  had  at  the  nime  time  a  long 
conversation  with  him,  which  tended  to 
confirm  his  belief  in  the  truth  of  his  8tat'=- 
ment.  Ho  reported  to  him  SorrattV  con- 
fession of  complicity  in  the  murder 
of  President  Lincoln,  and  the 
adii.ission  of  bis  mother's  guil- 
ty participation  In  tho  eame  plot, 
informant  was  formerly  engaged  as  a 
schoolmaster  at  a  saiall  village  in  Mary- 
land, called  Texis,  and  proposed  to  re- 
turn to  the  United  States  and  give  evi- 
dence. Ha  withes  his  name  to  be  con 
cealed.  bepause  he  believes  tha  pub'ica- 
ilon  of  it  would  endanger  his  lif?.  It  is 
eaid  in  his  sworn  statement  that  Sarratt 
remarked  in  New  York  that  he  proposed 
to  fly  when  the  deed  was  don  . 

Minister  Bing  tj  Secretary  S^fward,- 
Augusts,  1866,  fftyt.  he  coramunioaled 
to  Cardinal  Antocelli  the  infoimation 
which  was  sent.  His  Emii.euce  was 
greatly  interested  by  it,  and  intimated 
that  If  our  Gover.nmtrit  desired  the  sur- 
render of  tbe  criminal,  there  would  prob- 
ably 1)0  CO  diflicully. 

Secretary  Seward  to  Minister  King, 
Ootober  16. 1866,  directs  him  to  employ 
a  confidential  person  to  compare  a  photo- 
graph with  tho  origisal,  and  to  visit  Vil- 
letri,  for  that  purpose,  and  to  pay  in- 
formant a  su.n  of  money,  amoimt  not 
named,  for  Information  given  upon  the 
subject.  The  Secretary  further  instructs 
Mr.  King  to  seek  in  interview  with  Car- 
dinal antonelli,  and  to  ask  his  Holiness 
whether,  in  the  absence  of  an  extradition 
treaty,'  he  would  give  Surratt  up,  or 
whether,  in  the  event  of  the  request  being 
denied,  he  would  enter  into  an  extradi- 
tionary  trea'y  ;  also  requesting  that  Sar- 
ratt be  not  diecharged  until  further  ad- 

Minister  King  to  Secretary  Seward, 
dated  Rome,  Nov.  21,  says  that  ho  had  an 
interview  with  Cardinal  Antonelli,  who 
frankly  replied  ho  would  give  up  Surratt 
on  proper  indictment  and  proof,  at  the 
request  of  the  Department  of  fctate. 

Mr.  King,  under  date  of  Nov.  10,  aays 
that  the  Cardinal  informed  him  that  Sur- 
ratt, or  Wataon,  had  been  arreeted  by 
his  orders,  but  while  on  the  way  to  Rome, 
escaped  from  the  guard  of  six  men.  The 
Cartimal  expresses  rejjret  at  the  escape. 
All  the  orders  of  tho  Papal  Government 
for  the  arrest  are  enclosed  with  this  cor- 
reepoadeace.

The  President  to-day  sent  a  mcs&age  to 
the  House  in  reply  to  a  resolution  aeking 
whether  any  application  has  been  made  to 
bim  for  the  pardon  of  G.  E.  Pickett,  who 
acted  as  a  Majcr-General  of  rebel  forces 
in  the  late  war,  an(f  if  eo,  what  has  been 
his  action  thereon,  «.to.  Among  the  doc- 
uments iuclt'sed  is  one  from  Jadi^e  Advo- 
cate General  Holt,  dated  Jaly  last  He 
submits  for  consideretion  of  the  Scoretnry 
of  War  the  statement  of  a  writer  v,ho  was 
recently  iu  tlio  uiilitary  service,  and  while 
on  duty  in  North  Carolina,  officially  con- 
nected wltb  tbe  investigation  ti:en  prefer- 
red  against  the  rebel  Picke',  and  others, 
of  having  innrdr-red  twenty-t*o  of  onr 
prisoners  of  war.  It  is  recommnded  tbat 
Pickett  be  rc-arrested,  and  pat  on  trial 
before  a  military  commiseiou  engaged  in 
trying  employees  of  the  Frcedmen's 
Burean  in  North  Carolina, 

The  Secretary  of  War,  id  a  letter  to 
the  Presideut,dated  December  !0,  eays ; 
Taking  into  consideration  the  action  of 
tbe  Supreme  Court  ot  the  United  States 
in  tbe  case  of  Milligan  and  others,  who 
had  been  tried  and  convicted  by  military 
commission,  and  the  doubts  cast  npon 
such  tribunals,  the  Seoretary  has  not  felt 
authorized  to  pursue  tho  course  pooom- 
mended  by  the  Judge  Advocate  Geneial 
until  tbe  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Coart 
should  bo  forraallv  promulgated.  The 
magnitude  of  the  offense  alleged  against 
Pickett  is  such  that  there  should  be  no 
reason  to  contest  tho  ja: is  liclion  of  the 
tiibunal  to  whom  their  tti&lduiay  be  com- 
mitted. 

Attorney  General  Stanbe.'ry,  Decem- 
ber 6,  informs  the  President  that  no  ac- 
tion has  l>een  bad  upon  tbe  question  of 
pardon  of  Gen.  Pickett,  nor  has  hie  office 
any  information  of  the  proceedings  insti- 
tuted against  Piokett  for  ci  oclty  to  pris- 
oners, or  any  offense  Against  the  laws  of 

war. 

Among  tbe  papers  '\a  Picket's  applica- 
tion for  pardon,  dated  June,  18G6,  ad- 
dressed to  the  Prcbident,  in  which  he 
says :  It  was  only  through  the  conscien- 
tious duty  to  bis  mother  rstate,  Virginia, 
tbat  he  joined  the  Confederate  army,  and 
tbat  had  she  not  seceded  he  wonld  not 
have  been  in  the  service,  as  uo  one  was 
more  attached  to  tbe  old  service,  nor  ever 
stood  by  and  fought  for  it  with  more  fidcK 
ity  than  he  did.  The  documents  show 
tbat  in  June,  1865,  he  took  the  amnesty 
oath.  ^ 

A  letter  from  Gen.  Pickett,  dated 
March  12.  1866,  addressed  to  Gen.  Grant, 
shows  that  the  papers  accompadyicg  his 
application  for  clemency  to  th'  President 
were  presented  by  ex  Senator  O.  H. 
Browning  of  Illinois.  Picket  says  to  Gen. 
Grant :  My  object,  now.  General,  in 
presenting  this  paper,  is  to  ask  yonr 
favorable  consideration  of  ray  case,  and 
that  you  will,  if  you  believe  in  my  sinceri- 
ty, for  which  I  have  pledged  you  my 
honor  as  an  officer  and  a  gentleman,  pat 
such  an  indorsement  npon  it  as  will  obtain 
from  bis  Excellency  the  President  a 
guarantee  that  I  may  be*permitted  to  live 
unmolested  in  my  native  State,  wbere  I 
am  now  trying  to  make  a  eubeistance  for 
my  family,  much  impov|riBhed  by  the 
war,  by. tilling  tbe  land.  I  acted  simply 
as  a  General  commanding  the  department 
Certain  men,  deserters  from  a  North 
Oarolins  regiment,  were  taken  with  arms 
in  their  hands,  fighting  against  the  colors

Ordinary  capacity  to  judge  of  men  and

So,  too,  of  otberin- 
vostigating  committees  appointed  and  to 
be  appointed.  They  all  point  in  one  di- 
rection— a  determination  to  get  hold  of 
something  that  will  justify  the  arraign- 
ment of  the  President  for  some  crime  or 
misdemeanor.  Tbe  only  part  of  the 
Radical  programme  to  which  excep- 
tions can  be  taken  (for  the  right 
to  inveetigato  the  conduct  of  Mr 
Johnson  can  cert&inly  not  be  called  in

son  too  far.  It  is  unjust  in  what  it  pro- 
poees,  and  dangerous  in  the  example  it 
sets  for  future  imitation  by  political  ma- 
Joritie?.  It  contemplates  punishment  be 
fore  trial  or  conviction,  and  establishes  a 
precedent  under  which  the  President  of 
the  United  Slates  may  at  any  time  be  re- 
move<l  when  a  mere  majority  in  the  House 
of  Representatives  shall  l>e  dissatisfied 
with  his  conduct  It  requires  only  a  ma- 
jority of  the  House  to  pass  articles  of  im- 
peachment, but  the  framers  of  the  Gov- 
ernment, anticipating  just  such  a  state  of 
things  as  Stevecs  and  Kelley  and  their 
ftfBOciates  now  wish  to  bring  about,  pro- 
vided that- it  should  require  two- thirds  of 
the  Scnato  bitting  as  a  high  court  of  im- 
peachment to  convict.  Here  is  the  lan- 
guage of  the  Constitution  on  tbe  subject : 

,*' Art.  1.  Sec.  8— Tbe  Senate  shall  have  tbe 
sole  power  to  try  ail  Impeacbments.  When 
Bitting  for  that  ptirpoao  tbey  shall  l>e  on  oath 
or  alUrmatioD.  VVben  the  President  of  tbe 
United  States  ia  tried  the  Chief  Justice  shall 
preeldc,  aud  no  [  erecn  ehall  be  convicted 
without  tbe  coticurrence  of  two-tbirda  of  the 
members  preeect. 

"  Judgment,  in  c  ae  of  impeachment,  aball 
DOt  extend  further  than  to  rtmuval  from  oflSce 
and  disqualitlcation  to  bold  and  enjoy  any  office 
of  honor,  trust,  or  profit  nnder  the  Uulled 
Statea,  but  the  par  y  convicted  ehall,  nevertte- 
leee,  bo  liable  and  enbject  to  indictment  trial, 
judgiaent,  and  pnniEbment  by  law." 

•'  Aht.  3.  Sec.  4— The  President,  Vice  Presi- 
dent and  ail  civil  c.fflcers  of  tbe  United  States, 
fball  be  rotuoved  from  cfhee  on  impeachment 
(or  a-d  crmriction  «/ treason,  bribery  or  other 
biRb  crimes  or  misdemeanors." 

Two  things  are  very    plain  from  tbe 
above.

It  is  mere  sophistry  to  com- 
pate  a  trial  on  impeachment  with  a  trial 
tor  an  offense  against  tbe  criminal  law  of 
the  land ;  and  to  argue  that  beoanse  in- 
dictment by  a  grand  jury    is   sufficient 
gioand  for  arrest-  say  for  stealing  silver 
spoops— tbat  therefore  an  indictment  by 
tbe  House  of  Representatives  is  sufficient 
ground  for  tbe  arrest  and  depoeition  of 
tbe  President  ef  the  United  States.

tainly evinces  moet  fioe  taste,  and-  except 
tbe  inevitable  blanket  and  moocaains,  the 
bead  trappings  and  two  long  braids  of 
hair  handsomely  arranged  banging  over 
bis  shoulders  and  almost  reaching  to  his 
waist,  bis  appearance  would  have  been 
suited  to  any  fashionable  circle. 

He  wore  a  fine  black  cloth  coat,  cut  in

While  in  1 858-9  not  a  dollar 
of  bank  currency  issued  in  Miiuiesotn, 
was  recogni'<*<l  as  being  ot  any  in- 
trinsic value  whatever  out  of  the  State. 
or  as  worthy  ot  much  confidence*  in  it, 
now  our  banks  furnish  an  aggregate 
circulation  of  11, 474, fill,  wliich  iff  at 
uniform  par  value  thrctughout  the 
country,  and  is  received  by  the  Gen- 
eral Government  for  taxes.

The  Christmas  festivities  of  yester- 
day have  been  changed  to  sadness  iu 
our  city  to-day.  At  2  o'clock  this 
morning  a  fire  broke  out  in  the  build- 
ing occupied  by  Mr.  Casper  Wein- 
schenk  on  Main  street,  second  from 
the  corner  of  Main  and  Chestnut, 
which  was  not  arrested  until  twelve 
buildings  were  reduced  to  ashes — 
leaving  but  five  buildings  standing 
in  the  block. 

Tlie  lateness  of  the  hour — the  se- 
verity of  the  weather — the  absence  of 
any  organization — the  inflammable 
character  of  the  structures,  and  the 
want  of  implement?  for  tearing  down 
buildings— it  is  remarkable  that  two 
thirds  of  the  city  is  not  at  this  time  of 
writing  a  smoOlc^eing  hcHp  of  ruins. 

Everything  is  swept  from  the  cor- 
ner of  Main  street  to  Webster,  Schoo- 
makcr  Jc  Valentine's  store,  corner  of 
Myrtle,  which  was  only  saved  by 
tearing  down  an  adjoining  building. 
Every  building  in  the  block  on  Chest 
nut  and  Union  Place  but  one  shared 
the  same  fate.  On  the  east  side  of 
Main,  the  south  siile  of  Chestnut,  and 
Mower's  Block  on  the  west,  the  build- 
ings arc  all  charred,  and  the  wonder 
is,  that  th«  whole  of  the  city,  in  the 
crescent,  escaped  the  devouring  ele- 
ment. Itwa.sonly  through  the  gal- 
lant and  almost  superhuman  efforts  of 
our  citizens  that  such  a  catastrophe 
wa.s  averted. 

We  have  endeavored  to  ascertain 
the  losses  sustained,  but  have  been 
unable  to  even  approach  an  approxi- 
mation. Commencing  at  the  old  As- 
tor  House,  Charles  Strader  lost  most 
of  his  stock  of  groceries.  He  has 
been  in  business  only  a  few  months 
The  building,  together  with  the  ad- 
joining one  occupied  by  Mr.  Wein- 
schenk,  was  owned  by  B.F.  Rowell. — 
No  insurance  on  stock  or  buildings. 

Mr.  Weiiischenk,  proprietor  of  New 
Amerca  saloon,  lost  all  of  his  stock 
and  household  goods. 

Mrs.  Ilarley  Curtis  owned  throe 
buildings  in  the  block,  all  of  which 
— together  with  her  household  effects 
— were  totally  destroyed. 

John  Shaughnessy,  boot  and  shoe 
manufacturer,  $1200  in  stock. 

John  Morgan,  who  a  few  days  since 
opened  a  restaurant  in  one  of  these 
buildings,  saved  the  greater  portion  of 
his  stock  and  furniture. 

Lieut.  F.  G.  Brown,  residing  in  the 
block,  escaped  with  his  family. 
These  were  his  only  treasures,  this 
morning.  They  reached  the  street 
only  with  the  garments  worn  when 
retiring  to  sleep. 

Mr.  Thalen,  of  the  Metropoltan,  is 
a  heavy  sufferer.  From  a  stock  of 
17000  in  billiard  t.ibles,  liquors  <fec., 
he  only  rescued  himself,  his  safe,  and 
his  dogs  and  bird.s. . 

Mr.  Mead,  boot  and  shoe  manufac- 
turer, lost  Ml  of  his  stock. 

The  next  building  was  the  meat 
market  of  Cover  &  Simpson.  We 
have  been  unable  to  ascertain  their 
loss,  which  must  have  been  extensive. 

The  saddle  shop  of  Frank  Wier 
was  torn  down  to  arrest  the  flames. 
A  portion  of  his  stock  was  saved. 

On  Chestnut  street,  the  two-story 
building  formerly  occupied  as  a  post- 
office  building,  was  consumed  so  rap- 
idly that  the  occupant — Mr.  Drexler 
— only  escaped  with  his  family  and  a 
portion  of  his  property. 

Adjoining  this,  was  the  new  build- 
ing of  Messrs.  Robinson  <&  Keefe — 
occupied  as  a  fancy  grocery  and  res- 
taurant. 3Iost  of  the  stock  was  saved, 
but  their  loss  will  be  heavy. 

The  old  "  Pautechnatheca  "  build- 
ing. Union  Place,  occupied  by  Henry 
Jerkey  as  a  wagon  shop,  was  totally 
destroyed,  tosjether  with  a  large 
amount  of  material,  tools,  Sec. 

Other  losses  were  sustained,  but  we 
have  not  been  able  to  collect  items.

The  Supreme  Court  to  day  rendered  Its  full 
decision  In  the  Indiana  conspiracy  trials,  oth 
erwlee  known  as    the    Bowles   and    MllllKan 
cases,  ex  parte.    The  decision  was,  as    will  be 
remembi  red,  made  orally  jaet  at  the  close  of 
ih«la«l  torui  of  ihe  Court.     The  question  cer- 
tifledcf  in  this  case  and  two  other  cases  beard 
with  it  were  «6  follows:    1st,  On  ^ the    facts 
stated  In   saM  petition  and  exhibits,  cu?ht  a 
wilt  of  hab'os  corpus  to  bo  issued,  according  to 
the  prayer  of  said  petition.    2d.  In  the  fuclB 
staled  in  said  i>eiiiion  and  exhibits,  ought  the 
said  Lambden  P.  Milligon    to    be   discharged 
from  eaitody.  as  fan  said  petition  prayed.    2d, 
Whether,  upon  the  facte  staled  In  eaid  petllioB 
and     exhibits,      the     MillUry     Commission 
mentioned       therein        bad        jurisdiction 
leeally        to       try        and        sentence    said 
MUllgan  In  the   maner   and    form   as  In  paid 
(K'titlon   and  exhibits    stated.     As  to  the  first 
two  questions,  it  is  answered  In  the  afllrmative 
and  OS  t  j  the  third  qacsiion,  It  is  answered  In 
tho  negative.      Mr.    Justice   Davis  read  the 
ihe  ouialon  of  the  Court,  Justices  Grler,  Nel- 
son, Clitlord  and    Field  boncnrring,  in  which  I 
as  to  the  objection  to  the   jurisdiction  of  the 
Court  in  the  matter,  on  the  ground  that  there 
was  no  suit  pending  before  it,  It  Is  held  that  a  ' 
cause   is  a  suit,  and  whenever  there  Is  a  pro- 
ceeding; before  a  court   to  a6!»ert   any  rlKht  by 
any  person,  that  proceeding  Is  a  snit.    In  this 
csfce  there  was   au  appenrunca  by  i  he  District 
Attorney  on   the  part  of  the  Uovcmment.  but 
that  is  immaterial  as  to  the  question  cf  juris 
diction,    as  the  appearance  was   not  necessary 
toBus.ula    It.    Ihifl  lautfuatte  ot    the   etatnte 
providing    for  a  cert;flcaie  of   divUion   In  any 
case  where  Judges  are  oivided  upon  the  app  i- 
cation  of  either    party,  is  lutendeii    rather  to 
enlarge     the     statnto     than    to    restrict    it 
Id  a  manner  to  ezchide  the  right  of  appeal  In 
cases  of  this  character,  where  only  the  name 
of  one  party  appears   on   the  minutes.    It  is 
held   tb:kt   Congress  provided   against  snch 
commissions  rather  than  in  favor  of  them,  by 
the  act  of  1863,  and  that  Congress  hoe  not  the 
constitutional  power  to  suthorizs  £uch  com- 
mission,   that   the  Constitution  Is  expressly 
against  them,  and  it  is  the  supreme  law  of  the 
land  in  times  of  war  as   well  as  in  times  of 
peice.  Mr.  Chief  Joatica  Chase  read  an  opin- 
ion, in    which    Justices   Swayne   and  Miller 
C3ncur,    dissenting   from   so   much   of  the 
opinion  of   the  Court  as  held  that  Coagress 
did  not  have    the   constitutional    power    to 
BUihoiLze  a  Military  Commiesion,  but  concur 
ring  as  to  the  answer  given  to  the  qaeations 
certified  to.     The   dissenting  opiaion   holds 
that  In  time  of  war  Congress  may    authorize 
a  Military  Commission  to  try  offences,  such  as 
charged  in  the  case  t:elore  tbo  Court.

Plantins  Forests  on  onr  Prairies. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  8t«t«  Agri- 
cultural Society  of  Illinois,  the  subject  of 
propagating  forests  on  our  prairies  was 
discussed.  As  that  course  is  of  as  much 
vital  Importance  to  this  Btate  as  to  Illi- 
nois  we  give  a  portion  of  tbe  debate  on 
the  sabjeot  from  the  Chicago  limes: 

THE  PLANTINQ  OF  TBU8  ON  THE  PBAIBIE8 

Mr.  Edwards  said  he  was  planttog  quite 
a  variety  of  trees.  He  bad  planted  the 
black  walnut,  and  other  nut  trees  and  was 
pleased  with  them.  An  uncle  ot  bis  plant- 
ed a  black  walnut  in  New  York  in  1804 ; 
it  was  cut  down  elgat  years  ago,  and 
brought  $46  from  being  worked  into  gun 
stocks  He  interred,  therefore,  that  there 
was  money  in  it.  He  said  we  we:e  twen- 
ty-five years  behind  the  age  in  planting 
trees  in  Illiiiois.  He  contended  tbat  more 
attention  should  be  given  to  this  matter. 
He  wouldn't  thick  of  planting  so  orchard 
without  prelecting  it  with  a  timber  belt 

Mr.  Miner  said  it  cost  him  more  to  go 
five  miles  f.r  timber  than  to  raise  It  on 
hie  farm.  The  black  walnut,  butternut 
and  silver  maple  »^ere  good  and  profitable 
trees  to  plant.  He  condemned  locust 
phnting  He  believed  in  home  trees. 
He  liked  the  Norway  t-pruce,  and  It  had 
I  e^ii  a  Buoce^s  Illinois  people  cotild  not 
ttff  »rd  to  leave  farms  bare  of  trees.  He 
believed  it  more  necessary  to  plant  these 
t  ees  than  to  plat-t  fruit  trees,  l  he  old 
crab  t.ee  is  a  beauty  when  it  is  in  full 
bloom  Get  the  seeds  to  tbe  maple  and 
pla  t  them  and  they  w*ll  grow  as  certain- 
ly as  co;n  Thtre  was  no  reason  wny 
the  ptairies  should  not  be  covered  with 
trees  His  favorite  was  the  walnut.  He 
eaid  there  was  not  a    man  present,  who. 


The  statistics  of  foreign  immigration  arrived 
at  the  port  of  New  York  durhig  the  year  1866 
show  a  greater  number  of  arrivals  than  ever 
before,  except  during  the  "Irish  exodus"  in 
1857.

F«nlans  Sentenced  lo  ba  Hnuz.

Montreal  Dec.  15. 

I  learned  this  morning  from  a  di.stiaguish- 
ed  Southerner  that  Surratt  was  on  hii»  way 
ro  Washington  from  this  city  when  he  was 
informed  by  the  telegraph  of  the  assassina 
tion  of  Prewdent  Lincoln,  and  that  he  im- 
mediately returned  to  Montreal.  Surratt 
was  advised  by  C  C  Clay  and  Genera! 
Breckinridge  to  go  to  England,  which  he 
did  by  one  of  the  first  gttamer.i  that  left 
Quebec  after  bis  mother  had  been  executed 
He  remained  in  Birkenhead  for  two  months 
when  he  was  joined  by  one  of  tbe  St.  Al 
ban's  riders,  named  Cameron.  Surratt. 
while  Id  this  city,  spoke  very  frequently  of 
a  plottc  a8»as8inate  President  Lincoln  to  his 
confidential  frienda,  and  always  told  the 
same  story,  which  was  that  he,  with  others, 
intended  to  carry  off  Lincoln  to  Richmond 
and  hold  him  there  as  a  hostage  for  the 
Southern  prisoners.  Inrmtdiately  after 
Surratt  had  arrived  iu  Montreal  he  held  a 
consultation  with  tho  rebel  leaders  then 
stopping  at  the  St.  Lawret:ce  Hotel,  when 
the  plot  was  changed  to  ase.assiualion,  and 
Wilkes  Booth,  who  was  then  at  St.  Lnw- 
r»  nee,  offered  to  perform  the  deed  Snrratt 
protested  that  neither  Andrew  Johnson  nor 
Jeff  Davis  knew  anvthing  of  their  inten- 
tions ;  their  names  were  never  even  men 
tloned  by  the  as-saesins  He  remarked  to 
my  informant,  the  day  he  left  Montreal  for 
England,  that  bis  mother  was  Innocent,  and 
did  not  know  of  their  intentions  It  is  de- 
nied by  every  perron  ia  this  city,  who  knew 
Surratt,  that  he  had  filial  veneration  enough 
to  have  confessed  hie  own  guilt  to  save  his 
mother.  On  his  leaving  Canada  he  had  not 
funds  enough  to  purchase  a  passage  ticket 
to  Liverpool,  and  when  in  England,  Came- 
ron supplied  him  with  money  to  go  to  Paris. 
Surratt  joined  the  Papal  Zouaves  last  Au- 
gust, and  while  in  Rome  he  was  regularly 
informed  ot  the  movements  of  the  detec- 
tives who  were  det^led  to  bunt  him  up.

Our  new  health  espionage  is  bringiog 
to  light  some  queer  things.  Tbe  common 
candies  and  oonfeotionaries  of  commerce 
are  not  altogether  toothsome  nor  wbole- 
Bome,  if  recent  investigations  are  to  be 
believed. 

The  adulteration  of  sugar  candies  and 
spices  is   a  trade  largely  and  regularly 
carried  ©n  ia  this  city.    Instead  of  plas- 
ter, which  till  lately  entered  so  largely  in- 
to the  manufacture  of  confectionary,  in 
place  of  sugar,  a  new  article  has  been  dis- 
covered called  l^erra  alba^  or  white  earth. 
It  comes  from  Ireland,  and  costs  by  tbe 
barrel  about  IJ  cents  per  pound,  while 
loaf  sugar  costs    about  17  cents.    Tbe 
bodies  of  candies,  the  coating  of  almonds 
and  lozenges,  are  made  from  this  eartuy 
material.    It  is  whiter  than  plaster  and  is 
very  much  need    in    the    adulteration  of 
fionr  tised  in  this  market.     A  glue,  paint 
and  od    manufacturer  of   New  York  has 
sent  round  his    annual    circular,  which  I 
have  seen,  to  the  principal  confectioners, 
calling  attention  to  a  fresh  arrival  of  this 
while  earth.    I   have    seen    an  cnnce  of 
lozengea    dissolved    in  water,    in  which 
two  thirds  of  an  ounce  was  of  Terra  alba, 
anil  not  a  particle  of  sugar  in  the  lot 

The  common  method  of  flavoring,  can- 
dies, almonds,  sugar,  plums,  etc.,  is  with 
deleterious  substances.  The  pineapple 
flavor,  the  banana  and  the  peach  are 
made  from  fusel  oils,  which  are  very  poi- 
sonous. Bitter  almond  flavor  is  made 
from 'pruBsio  acid  unadulterated.  Pine- 
apple tiaver  ia  obtained  from  rotten 
cheese,  very  rotten,  and  nitric  acid. 

Gum  arable  for  pure  gum  drops  is  cost- 
ly. An  article  has  been  invented  ot  the 
most  beautiful  appearance,  that  ie  used 
instead  of  the  gum.  It  is  very  cheap  and 
very  poisonous. 

In  pure  candy  cochineal  is  need  to 
color  red  and  saffron  for  the  yellow  But 
in  the  common  candies  poisonous  coloring 
is  put,  the  same  that  is  used  to  color  wines 
and  liquors.  One  of  the  most  common 
is  "carlot,'  into  which  arsenic  largely  en- 
ters. A  few  grains  of  the  substance  will 
color  a  cask  of  wine.  Licorice  drops  for 
tbe  "  trade  "  are  made  cf  poor  brown 
sugar,  glue  and  lamp  black,  flavored  with 
licorice.  And  for  the  Western  trade 
much  of  this  vile  stuff  is  packed  and  sent 
West  to  be  put  up  in  boxes  to  euit  the 
market,  of  which  from  75  to  90  per  cent 
is  Terra  alba.  This  material  enters  large- 
ly into  the  common  chocolate  and  spices. 
Much  of  tbe  cream  of  tartar  used  for 
bread  is  made  of  Terra  alba  acd  tartAric 
acid. — Boston  Journal.

We  arc  neithir  a  prophet  nor  the  son  of  a 
prophet,  hence  ttiere  n  no  use  to  prophesy  In 
regard  to  the  coldiiess  or  mildness  of  the 
winter  that  is  to  follow.  Trappers  and  old 
voyageurs  say  we  will  have  an  unusual  mild 
winter,  because  the  mu^krat  houses  are  so 
lightlv  and  thinly  built  Little  Crow,  in  tbe 
fall  ot'  1852,  informed  us  that  ihe  following 
winter  would  be  mild,  and  gave  the  same 
reason  That  winter  the  mercury  fell 
11  degrees  below  Ecro,  the  coldest  day,  ac- 
cording to  the  thermometer,  as  kept  by  Miee 
Mary  E.  Mhler,  at  this  place.  It  may  be 
there  ia  something  in  these  slirns,  but  at  all 
events  the  winter  thus  far,  is  just  like  the 
mild  winters  of  previous  years. 

Minnesou  winters  are  uncertain,  and  there 
is  no  use  to  attempt  to  prophesy  on  them. 
We  have  sowed  wheat  as  early  as  the  7th  ol 
March,  and  then  again  been  as  late  as  the  25th 
of  April  before  the  gronnd  wis  sufficiently 
thawed  so  that  the  gnln  could  be  covered  de- 
cently.

Death  of  an  American  Circus  BIder  at 
THomcovr, 

Correspondence  cf  the  New  York  Herald. 

A  sad  accident  occurred  on  Wednesday 
night  last  at  the  Oirque-Renz  in  this  city, 
which  resulted  In  the  death  of  Davis  Rich- 
ard?, an  American  circus  rider  of   great 
talent  and   wide-spread  reputation.     He 
was  doing  his  Olympian  act,  as  it  is  called, 
with  another  artist,  on  the  backs  of  two 
horses.     On  getting  down  from  the  sbocl- 
dere  of  his  comrade  bis  feet  slipped,  and 
be  fell  upon  hia  back   upon  the  rump  of 
ooe  of  the  horses,  and  before  his  comrade 
could  assist  him  he  quickly  slipped  off  and 
struck  on  the  back  of  his  head  and  neck 
I  with  such  force  aa  to  an  once  paralyze  his 
whole  body.  On  being  assisted  he  seemed 
I  to  be  conscious  of  the  gravity  of  hi-  condi- 
tion, and  said  "  I  am  a  dead  man— let  me 
remain  here  and  die  -send  my  love  to  my 
wife;"  and  then  ceased  tJ  ppeak.   He  was 
at  once  removed  to  his  apartment  where 
he  died  in  twenty-four  hours.  Ho  had  the 
beet  medical  skill  in  the  city,  but  his  case 
was  beyond  human  aid.

RUSSIA. 

Graphic  Desoription  of   Russian 
BaUways. 


From  RnssUn  Letters  to   the  London  Tele- 
graph— Written  by  a  Special  Correspondent 
with  the  Prince  ot  Wales  party. 
I  have  traveled,  since  yesterday,  exact- 
ly the  same  distance  as  that  from  London 
to  Edinburgh.    But  if  you   look  upon  the 
otart  of  Russia  you  will  see  that  the  space 
between  St  Petersburg  and  Moscow  is  a 
mere  footbtep,  so  to  speak,,  in  a  passa  e 
across  this  vast  empire    For  some  twenty 
hours  I  have  been  traveling    over    snow- 
covered,  cheerless  plains,  getting    further 
and  further  every  hour  from  the  civiliza- 
tion of  the  West ;  and  yet  I  can  truly  say 
that  I  am  far  lose  favifcued  than  if  I   had 
iijade  a  jou.'ney  from  London   to  Oxford. 
Tin  the  present  day  I   never  knew   what 
was  the  real  periectlon  of  railway  travel- 
ing. . 

At  half  past  two  In  tbe  aternoon  the 
Moscow  express  leaves  6t.  Peter^bu-g 
It  gets  dufck  here  soon  after  three ;  and  I 
looked  forward  with  dread  to  one  of  those 
long  dreary  journeys  of^  which  I  have  had 
so  many— when  the  time  goes  by  so  Inex- 
presB'bly  slowly  ;  when  It  is  too  dark  to 
read,  and  too  early  to  go  to  sleep,  and 
there  Is  nothing  to  be  done  except  to 
watch  thedatk  thadows  flitting  past  tbe 
windows,  and  listen  to  the  ceaseless  rattle 
of  the  train. 

At  the    station  I    was   served    with  a 
ticket— the  document    looked  so  like  a 
writ  that  tho   word    "served"  suggests 
itself  naturally -aboat  a  foot  in  length, 
covered  with  cabalittic  characte's.    Then 
I  had  to  procure  another  document  ot  the 
eame  length  for   my  bleeping  berth  in  the 
train,  and  then  I  had  to  obtain  a  separate 
ticket  tor  every  article  of    luggage  I  did 
not  take  in  the  carriage  with    me.    One 
ticket  would  have  done  as  well ;   but  It  Is 
the  cardinal  principle  of  all  Russian  ad- 
ministration never    to   nee    one  piece  of 
writing  where  two  can  ptisslbly  be   em- 
ployed.    The    train    consisted  of   half  a 
dcz;n  cars  of   immense    length.     They 
were  all  much  of  a  pattern.     Entering  by 
the  middle,  you    come  first    Into  a  small 
saloon,  with  a  table    in    the  centre,  sur- 
rounded by  sofks  and  divans^     From  one 
side  of  this  saloon   a    passage,  broad  and 
high  enough  for  a  tall    man    or  a  lady  In 
crinoline  to    walk    along    wltht.ut  much 
difficulty,  leads  to  the  further  end  of  the 
carriage,  opening  by   a   door  on  the  iron 
platform  outside.     Out    of  this    passage 
yon  pass,  pushing    aside    the  heavy  cur- 
Ulns,  Into  one  of  the  three  private  apart- 
ments—I   know    no    more     appropriate 
word-lnto'whlch  tbe  carriage  is  divided. 
In  the  daytime  these  apartments  look 
like  very  Inxurione   firtt-clsse   carriages, 
with  armchair  seats  for  six  persons.    On 
the  other    side    of    the    saloon    I    have 
spoken  of  was  a  passage  leading  to  simi- 
lar apartmenti,  reserved  for  ladies ;    and 
CO  the  roof  there  was  a  sleeping  saloon, 
to  which  you  ascend  by  a  winding  stair- 
case.   Tbe  view  from  this  npper    floor  is 
excellent,  but  \n  winter    Ume   the  lower 
apartments  are    chosen    by    preference. 
Every  thing  In  the  whole    place  was  ad- 
mirably arranged;  the  doors  fitted  cloee- 
ly  and  as,  in  entering  the    carriage,    you 
have  to  pass  through  a  sucoeaslon  ot  doors, 
one  of  which  you  doee  before  yon  open 
the  other,  there  is  no  dranght   from  the 
cold,  bleak  air  outeide.     Over  tbe  passage 
there  runs  a  kind  of  loft,  into  which  you 
can  stow  away,  within  arm's    reach,  the 
laggage    that  travelers

There  Is  not  a  single 
branch,  not  a  solitary  feeder  of  any  kind 
A  fellow  traveler  assured  me  he  had  nev- 
er, constantly  as  he  had    been  over  tbe 
line,  seen  anybody  get    In  or    out  at  the 
roadside  sUtions.    The  attendants,  three 
of  whom — two  men  and  one  woman  — 
are  attached  to  every  car,  lit   the  lamps, 
the      curtains      wero    drawn,     a    green 
baize  portable  table  was  fixed  in  tbe  cen- 
ter of  our  compartment,  wax-candles  were 
fastened  at  tbe  corners,  and  chees  and 
diafts  aod  cards  were  offered  to  ns  Incase 
we  did  not  wla:i  to  sleep  or  read.    Learn- 
ing that  tbe  duty  on  cards  was  paid  over 
to  the  lands  of    the   nobb  foundling  hos- 
pitals with  which  Raaaia   is   provided,  we 
thought  ourselves   juslitied  in   supporting 
the  cause  of  charity,  and  from  dark  till  It 
was  time  t>)  go  to  bed    we  played  at  whibt 
as  comfortably  as  it  we  had  been  seated  in 
a  London  dab-room.  It  is  true  the  carriage 
jolted  a  little  at  timee,  but  so  slightly  that 
a  candlestick  we   were  not  able  to  screw 
on  stood  unfastened  on  the  Uble  without 
moving  perceptibly,  and  the  rattle  of   the^ 
train  added,  I  tbiMk,   rather  than   other-* 
wise,  to  our  sense  of  Joomfort.    Tbe  road- 
way which  was  laid  downonly  afev  years 
ago  by  a  French  company,  is  in  such  bad 
condition  that  the  ex(>re8»  trains  have  had 
their  speed  much  reduced.    Still,  indud- 
ing  frequent  aad   lengthy  stoppages,   we 
performed  the  journey  at  an  average  speed 
of  twenty  miles  an  boar. 

"Three  stoppages,  infetead  of  being,  as 
with  ns  periods  of  vexatious  trials  to  the 
temper,  broke  not  unpleasantly  the  mo- 
notony of  the  long  journey.  Every  fifty 
IT  ilea  or  so  there  was  a  first  class  station. 
It  was  not  that  theee  stations  icarked  im- 

oJtcn  there  was 
no  appearance  of  any  habitation  near  at 
hand.    We  stopped  simply  because  we 
had     completed     bo     many     versts     of 
our  joarney.    The  attendants  informed  us 
we   bad  ten,   twenty,  thirty   minutes  to 
stop,  aa  th*  case  might  be ;  and,  wrap- 
ping ourselves  up  in  our  furs,  we  left  the 
cards  upon  the  table,  and  came  out  into 
a  brilliantly  lit   sUtion,   with  handsome 
arcedes.     One  was  the  exact  oounf^part 
of  the  other.     We  were  shown  into  tbe 
long  refreshment  rooms,  and  there  beheld 
a  spectacle  which  made  me  bldsb,  when  I 
thought  of  tbe  shabby  counters,  the  stale 
buns,   the    grizzly  fly-blown  patties,  the 
horsebean  soup,  the  scraggy  drumsticks  ol 
similar  ettablishments  In  our  dear  native 
land.  On  one  &lde  there  was  a  stall  where 
tea    was    dispensed    in  glasses— not  the 
dreadful  compound  we  are  accustomed  to 
at  a  railway  bar,  but  a  rich,  fragrant  bev- 
erage, w  hose  aroma  it    waj    pleasant    to 
smell,  as  you  stood  befeide    the    counter. 
Another  stall  was  supplied  with  curiously 
shaped  bottles,    out  of  which    wonderful 
liquors  were  poured  into  small    sparkling 
glasses      A  third  stall  wa-*  covered   with 
boxes  of  bonbons,    sweetmeats,  candies, 
♦♦  goodies  "  of  every  kind,    tbe    sight    of 
which  made  you  wish  you  were  a    child, 
and  could  sit  and  eat,  and  gaza,    and  eat 
again  for  hours.    And  In  the  centre  was 
a  long  table  decked   out  with  snow  white 
linen,  flowers  and  wax    candles.     As    to 
tbe  dishes,    I  cannot    number    them.    I 
uever  belore  appreciated  the  meaniog   of 
the   phrase     "groaning     between      the 
weijiht   ol     viands "    I      have      dined 
at  civic  banquets ;    but  the  table  was  not 
more    neatly  epread  than  those  of   tbeise 
Russian    refreshment  rooms.     The  show 
was  brilliant,  but  the  substance  was  better 
stll).    Dacks  and  geese,  and  venson,  huge 
fishes  and    plump  partridges,   gelantines, 
jelUies  n^d  puddings,  pies,  tarts  and  past- 
ies, wers  all  laid  out  in  such  order  that  m 
seemed  a  shame    to  eat    them.     Besides, 
for  tbo-'e  who  preferred  hot  meals  to  cold, 
there  were  8ou{)S  and  joints,  and  I  know 
not  what    beside,  ,  Amidst  the  epeagnes 
were  btacka  of   bottles  of   French  winee, 
and    decanters  of   native    liquors.    The 
waiters,  clad    In    long  red    linen    coate, 
fastened  by  a  sash  around  the  waist,  were 
bright    and    outwardly  dean.    The  diffi- 
culty was  to  know  what  to  choose  amidst 
tho  number  of  delicacies  offered  to  you. 
Besides,  even  if  you  were   not  hungry, 
tbe  ecene  was  fO  strange  to    look    aiwn. 
In  each  room  was  a  picture  of  the  Savior, 
surrounded  with    a  rich  gold   frame,   and 
decked  out  with  gold  leaf  and  jewels.  Bo - 
fore  acd  after  meat  you  could  seethe  Rus- 
sians cr<  esing  themselves   with   muttered 
prayers.     Peasant  women  offered  strange 
worked  clippers  acd  soarves  for  sale  ;    »n 
old  priest,  with  a  white  beard,  walked  up 
and  down  the  room,  holding  a  gilt  plate, 
on  which  kopecks  were  laid  by  tbe  trav- 
ders;  he    never  begged,   but  whenever 
any  body  presected  him  with  any   thing, 
he  recited  a  prayer,  and  crossed  bimsel! 
times  without  nomber.     At  three  of  these 
stations,  we  dined,  and  had  tea  and«upped 
in  euccessh  n.  How  many  more  w*  passed 
after  it  wa-j  time  to  t.rn  in  IL  I*   Im- 
AoselhSe  for  me  *o  tay.     At  the  stoppage 
I  can  remember  we  told    the  servant  we 
were  re  dy  for  bed,  and  when  returned 
to  oar  carriflge  we  found  our  slttlng-roMom 
converted  into    a    sleeping    room.     Tbe 
cushions  and  mats  bad   been  taken  cway, 
and  berths    were  ready  for  as  far  more 
comfortable  than  any  I  have  ever  slept  In 
on  board  ship,  as  good— and  tbat  Is  say- 
ing a   great  deal-as  tbe    berths   m  tbe 
state  cabins  ot  an  American  river  steam- 
er.    As  to  the    American    sleeping  care, 
they  are  not  to  be  mentioned  in  tbe  same 
breath  with  the,Kn8sian.    There  we  slept 
until  9  o'dock  In  the  morning,  as  soundly 
as  It  we  had  been  under  a  roof,    and  by 
tbe  time  we  had  washed  and  dreseed  we 
foond  •urselves  appnwtohlng  Moscow. 


A  Brief  Sermen  from  St.  Paul* 

"  Mack,"  the  able  ooneepondendent  of 
the  Cincinnati  Commercial,  preaches  a 
long  aennon  from  the  text  ~"  And  if  any 
provide  not  for  his  own,  and  especially 
for  those  of  hia  own  hoosebold,  he  hath 
denied  the  faltb,  aud  la  worse  than  an 
infidel."

Fessenden,  Chief    Examiner 
of  tbe  Patent  Oflioe,  at  a  salary  of  $8,600 
a   year— bfother    of    tbe   Senator;  Jo- 
seph   Fessenden,    Poe'.master    at    Lew- 
istown,  Maine,  $3,000  a  year — a  brother 
of    the    Senator;    Charles    Fessenden, 
Surgeon  of  Maine  Hopital  at  Portland, 
Maine,  $4,000  a  yea:— brother  of  tbe  Sen- 
ator ;  Daniel  W.  Fessenden,  Clerk  of  tbe 
Supreme  Court  of  Portland,  Maine,  salary 
$2,900— a  brother  of  the  Senator  ;  T.  D. 
Fessenden,  County    Attorney  for  Andres- 
ooggin  county,   Maine,   salary  $8,000— a 
brother  of  the  Senator  ;  Henry  Fessenden, 
assistant  in  tbe  Cubtom- House  at  East- 
port,  Maine — big  salary — brother  of  the 
Senator.    Then  as  to  tbe  sons,  there  is 
General    Frank    Fessenden,     who     was 
wounded   at  Gettysburg,  and  afterward 
promoted   to    Brigadier    in    the  '^regular 
army  and  retired  on  full  pay,  while  those 
whose   relatives    had   denied    the   faith 
were    put    on    the  pension-roll    without 
any  promotion.      Captain    Samuel    Fes- 
senden, in   tbe  regular  army, -is  station- 
ed at  Fortress    Monroe.    Hon    Edward 
Fox,    United    States    District   Judge  in 
Maine,  is  a  brotber-ln-law  of  the  Senator. 
Wm.  Fessenden,  a  cousin  ot  the  Senator,

Gold  bjr  (he  Hundred  Welxbt. 

From  the  Sanfrandsco  Alta,  Nov.  18. 

A  telegram  from  a  friend  at  Placervllle  as- 
sures ns  that  gold  worth  $50,000  was  taken 
from  the  Woodside  quartz  mine,  near  George- 
town, and  that  yesterday  the  miners  were 
"  blocking  out  nearly  a  pare,  solid  mass  of 
gold  nearly  three  feet  In  length."  If  such  a 
statement  had  come  from  a  stranger  we  would 
have  received  it  with  iccredulity,  but  we  can 
vouch  for  the  sincerity  and  Intelligence  of  the 
author  ot  the  message.  The  finding  of  gold 
in  such  large  masses  in  a  lode  Is  without  par. 
allel  In  the  hlstor>'  of  mining.  The  metals  in 
veins  of  aurifer6us  quartz  Is  usually  In  small 
partic.es,  and  pieces  are  very  seldom  obtained 
weighhig  more  than  a  few  ounces.  Probably 
the  largest  piece  of  gold  heretofore  taken 
from  any  lode  In  this  State  did  not  weigh 
more  than  a  pound.  But  the  telegram  men- 
tions ooe  Inmp,  obtained  In  the  Woodside 
mine,  weighing  100  pounds,  and  It  is  implied 
thai  the  piece  three  feet  long  will  weigh  very 
much  more.

Wool- 
en goods  are  In  request,  but  prices  are  very 
low  The  markei  Is  bare  of  sUndard  brown 
Rheetlngs  and  shirtings,  and  prices  are  firm. 
But  little  Is  doing  In  bleached  goods,  nrlnt 
cloths  are  active  and  rales  steady. 

Printo  duU.  with  an  Increased  supidy,  and 
prices  are  weak.  There  Is  but  little  demand 
fordenhns  Large  orders  would  obtain  con- 
cessions.  There  is  but  Utile  demand  for  col- 
ton  flinnels.  Delaines  are  ta  demand,  and 
Dricesareflrm.  The  trade  is  moderate  for 
cloths  and  ca  slmeres.  Sathieto  are  dull  and 
lower.  Blankets  are  not  very  active,  (»d 
oricee  are  very  low.  Jobbers  report  a  llgnt» 
steady  trade  In  foreign  goods,  but  at  very  low 
rates.  There  Is  a  general  dtopoelllon  to  dose 
out  stock,  and  many  kinds  ot  goods  are  forced 
upon  the  market  below  tho  regular  price.
